HORSE  GUARDi?, 
1st  November,  1804* 


HIS  MAJESTY  having  thought  proper  to  take  into  hia 
Royal  Confideration  the  Modes  in  wliich  the  Manual  and 
Platoon  Exercii'es  are  at  prefent  performed  by  his  I'roops  ; 
and  it  having  appeared  to  His  Majefty  that  they  are  capable 
of  receiving  some  Alterations  to  the  Advantage  of  his  Ser- 
vice ;  His  Majefty  is  pleafed  hereby  to  recal  and  cancel  his 
former  Orders  refpeifting  the  Manual  and  Platoon  Exercii'es, 
and  to  command  that,  in  their  ftead,  the  following  Re,_jula- 
jions  fliall  be  eftablifhed. 

With  a  View  vo  give  the  moft  ready  Circulation  to  His 
Majefty's  Commands  refpecting  the  Muiuial  and  Platoon  Ex- 
ercifes,  the  Commander  in  Chief  has  diredled  that  they  fliall 
be  printed,  and  tranfmitted  to  every  Regiment  and  Corps 
in  His  Majefty's  Service  :  and  it  is  His  Roj'al  Highncfs's 
Order,  that  the  Drill  of  every  Regiment  fliall  be  immediate- 
ly eftablifhed  in  ftri<St  Conu  -mity  to  the  following  Syftem, 
which  is  to  be  adopted  and  invariably  pra«^ifed  in  future  by 
the  whole  Army. 

To  His  Majefty's  Regulations  on  thole  Heads,  the  Com- 
mander in  Chief  has  thouglit  proper  to  add  fome  General 
Obfervations  and  Extracts  from  "  The  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions for  the  Formation,  Field  Exercile,  and  Movements  of 
His  Majefty's  Forces,"  on  Points  which  it  is  elTcntially  nc- 
ceffary  that  every  Officer  fliould  have  ftrongly  implanted  in 
his  Memory,  as  being  of  daily  and  hourly  Ufe.  It  is  by  no 
means  His  Royal  Highnels's  Intention  to  fubftitute  thefe 
Extracts  for  the  Work  itlelf,  which  all  Oflicers  are  enjoined 
to  have  in  their  Pofieflion,  and  which  muft  conftantly  be 
reforted  to  as  the  Source  from  which  They  are  to  d  '  ve  the 
Information  which  is  requiiite  to  quahfy  thom,  as  they  rift; 
in  their  Profeflion,  to  dii'charge  their  Duty  with  Honour  to 
themfelyes,  and  with  Advantage  to  His  Majefty's  Service;.

POSITION  OF  THE  SOLDIER  UNDER 

ARMS. 

THE  equal  fquarcnefs  of  the  {hnnldcrs  and  body  to  the 
tront  is  the  iirft  and  great  principle  of  the  pofition  of  the  Sol- 
dier : — '["he  heels  muft  be  in  a  line  and  clofed  : — The  knees 
ftraight,  without  ftiffnefs : — The  toes  turned  out,  fo  that 
fhe  teet  may  form  an  angle  of  about  60  degrees : — The  arms 
hang  near  the  body,  but  not  ftiffj  the  flat  of  the  hand,  and 
I:ttle  finger,  tpuching  the  thigh,  and  the  thumbs  as  far  back 
as  the  feams  of  the  breeches : — The  elbows  and  fhoulders 
are  to  be  kept  back  : — ^l^he  belly  rather  drawn  in ;  and  the 
breaft  advanced,  but  without  conflraint  : — The  body  to  be 
upright,  but  inclining  rather  forwards,  fo  that  the  weight  of 
It  may  bear  chiefly  on  the  fore  part  of  the  feet : — The  head 
to  be  ere<ff }  and  neither  turned  to  the  right  nor  to  the  left  j 
tlie  eyes  alone  will  be  glanced  to  the  right. 

The  body  of  the  loldier  being  in  this  po  aion,  the  firo- 
'ock  is  to  be  placed  in  his  left  hand,  againfl  t^ie  fhoulder : 
his  wrift  to  be  a  little  turned  out ;  the  thumb  alone  to  ap- 
pear in  front ;  the  four  fingers  to  be  under  the  butt  j  and 
the  left  elbow  to  be  rather  bent  inwards,  fo  as  not  to  be  fc- 
parated  from  the  body,  or  to  be  more  backward  or  for- 
ward than  the  right  que  : — 'The  firelock  mul^  reft  full  on  the 
hand,  not  on  the  end  of  the  lii'-gers  ;  and  be  carried  in  f  uch 
manner  as  not  to  raifc,  advimce,  or  keep  back,  one  fliould- 
er  more  than  the  other ;  the  butt  muft  therefore  be  for- 
ward, and  as  low  as  can  be  pennitted  without  conftraint  \ 
the  fore  part  a  very  little  before  the  front  of  the  thigh ;  and 
tjic  hind  part  of  it  prefTcd  by  the  wrilt  againfl  the  thigh  : 
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— It  muft,  be  kept  ftcady  and  firm  before  the  hollow  oH 
the  flioukler  ;  ihouldit   bedruwn  back  or  carried  too  hn;li, 
the  one  Ihouldcr  would  be  advanced,  the  other  kept  lutk, 
and  the  upper  part  of  tlie  body  would  be  tlillorted  and  iidtl 
fquare,  with  refpeft  to  the  limbs.

N.  B.  'Ihe  pofition  of  ported  nrms   is   that    which  i'.'.

in  order  to  advance  on    an  enemy  whom  it  is  intended  t 
attack   with  Hxed   bayonets  ;  and   the    word  of  co- man 
for  that  purpoie  is  **  pirpare  to  charge."     The  fecond  pofi 
tion  is  that  which  the  front  rank  takes  after  a  quick  advance 
and  when  arrived  at  a  few  yards  diftance  only  from  the  boc 
to  be  attacked.     The  polition  of  ported    arms   is  alfo  tha 
which  fentries  art  to  take  when  challenging  any  perfons  wIk 
approach  their  pofts. 

In  explanation  of  the  J  7th  movement  prefcribed  in 
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MijeflyV,  Regulations  for  the  InfpciJ^ion  and  Review  Exer- 
ctfo,  it  is  to  be  clearly  under(tooJ|  that  whenever  a  hattalioa 
or  line  charges  with  bayonets,  the  whole  arc  in  the  lirfk  in- 
Ranee  to  port  their  arms,  and  advance  at  a  firm  quick  ilep,  or 
ataftcadyrun,  if  circumftances  render  it  nccellary,  but  in 
the  moll  perfed^  order  pollible,  until  th:y  reach  the  enemy. 

It  is  at  that  inflant  that  the  front  rank  are  neceflarily  to 
bring  their  firelocks  down  to  the  charging  pofltion,  and 
the  whole  are  to  profs  forward  with  the  utmoft  energy. 
riie  enemy  being  route*.!,  it  will  depend  on  the  ofTicer  com- 
manding to  give  the  word  "  halt  j"  when  the  front  rank  will 
resume  their  pofition  of  ported  arms,  and  proceed  as  may  be 
afterwards  diretSted.  But  the  word  halt  is  on  no  account 
to  be  given  during  a  charge,  qr  as  preparatory  to  the  front 
tmk  bringing  the  firelocks  down  to  the  charging  polition. 
It  is  therefore  to  be  underflood,  that  in  the  charge  or  quick 
attack  upon  the  enemy  with  Hxed  bayonets,  either  previous 
to,  or  after  firing,  which  is  ufually  begun  at  a  dillance  of 
l.'iO  or  200  yards,  as  the  ground  will  admit,  the  charging 
pofltion  of  the  front  rank  is  to  be  airumeJ  only  at  the  inilant 
of  attack  or  defence. 

In  marching  any  diftancc,  or  in  ftanding  at  eafc,  whca 
uipporti'Jy  the  men  are  allowed  to  bring  their  right  hand 
acrofs  the  body*  to  the  f  mall  of  the  butt,  which  latter  muft, 
in  that  cafe,  be  thrown  a  little  forward  ;  the  fingers  of  the 
left  hand  being  uppermoft,  muft  be  placed  between  the 
body  and  the  right  elbow ;  the  rij;ht  hands  are  to  be  in- 
ft.vntly  removed  when  the  divifiun  haltSf  or  is  ordered  to 
iress  by  the  right. 

The  motions   in  the  manual  exercise  are  to  be  performed,  Time. 
leaving  three  paufes  of  the  ordinary  time  of  marcii  between 
each  motion,  except  that  of  fixvtg  bayonetSt  in  which  a  lon- 
ger time  muft  be  given. 

The  manual  is  not  to  be  executed  by  one  word,  or  fignnl, 
but  each  feparate  word  of  command  is  to  be  given  by  the 
OlHcer  who  commands  the  body  performing  it. 

The  manual  and  platoon  exercise  will  no  longer  make  a  re- 
pilar  part  of  a  review,  but  will  only  be  gone  through  when 
particularly  called  for  by  the  reviewing  General. 

The  platoon  exercise  is  always  to  be  done  with  ranks  clofed, 
except  at  the  drill. 

Sentries,  polled  with  fhouldered  arms,  are  permitted  af-  Si 
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terwards  to  support^  but  not  to  flope  them. — On  the  ap. 
preach  of  an  officer,  they  immediately  carry  their  arms, 
and  put  themfelves  into  their  proper  pofition  ^  which  is  not 
to  be  done  at  the  inftant  he  palTes,  but  by  the  time  he  is 
within  twenty  yards  of  their  poft,  fo  that  they  may  be  per- 
fe<^ly  fteady  before  he  comes  up. 

Ccrporah,  Corporals  marching  with  reliefs,  or  commanding  detach- 
ments or  divifions,  are  to  be  on  the  right,  and  will  carry 
their  arms  advanctdy  with  bayonets  fixed. 

N.  B.  The  following  are  the  motions  which  His  Ma- 
Unjix  Say  jefty  orders  to  be  praiSUled,  in  unfixing  bayonets,  and  in 
'""'  (^f.     piling  arms. 

Tlie  !  fV  and  2d  motions,  the  fame  as  ordered  for  fixing. 

3d.  The  left  hand  grafps  the  firelock  above  the  upper 
fwivel,  and  with  the  right  the  bayonet  is  to  be  ftruck  oft'anci 
immediately  returned  to  the  fcabbard,  and  the  firelock  to  be 
placed  quickly  in  its  original  polltion  at  ordered  arms. 

file  Jrms.  The  front  and  rear  rank  men  of  each  file  face  to  the 
right,  turn  their  locks  outward,  and  crofs  the  muzzles  and 
tops  of  ramrods. 

The  centre  rank  man  places  his  butt  about  30  inches  to 
the  left,  the  lock  outwards,  and  crofles  the  muzzle  of  his 
firelock  with  thofe  of  the  front  and  rear  rank  men,  fo  that 
both  the  tops  of  their  ramrods  are  placed  acrofs,  between 
the  ramrod  and  barrel  of  the  centre  rank  man.

FXPLANATION. 

I».^  Make  BRING  the  firelock  to  tlie  rcro-vcr,  by  throwing  it  brifkly 
'"■>'•  from  the  Ihnuklrr,  the  guard  to  the' front,  and  inftantly 
cock  as  fooii  as  the  left  hand  feizes  the  piece  above  the  lock'; 
the  right  elbow  is  to  be  nimbly  railed  a  little,  placing  the 
thumb  upon  the  cock,  ami  the  fingers  open  by  the  plate  of 
the  lock  i  then  drop  the  elbow  as  quick  as  pofTible,  forcing 
down  the  cock  with  the  thumb.  Slip 
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Slip  the  left  hand  along  the  fling  as  far  as  the  fwell  of  the  »Y.  Pre/cnv, 
firelock  ;  bring  the  piece  down  to  the  py<-fenty  ftepping  back 
fix  inches  to  the  rear,  with  the  right  foot,  and  look  Itead- 
falUy  along  the  barrel  of  the  firelock. 

Pull  the  trigger  firmly,  and  remain  on  the  prefent,  look-  S'''  f''«« 
ir.g  ftear'ily  along  the  piece  until  the  next  word  of  Lom- 
mand. 

Bring  up  the  right  foot  to  the  infide  of  the  left  heel,  4'*-  ^<""'' 
and  at  the  fame  time  drop  the  firelock  brilkly  down  to  the 
priming  polition ;  the  top  of  the  cock  oppolite  the  right 
brcaft  the  muzzle  raifed  to  the  height  of  the  peak  of  the 
c;ip,  and  pointing  diret^ly  to  the  front,  which  will  throw 
^he  firelock  into  the  hollow  of  the  right  i\(\Q  ;  the  left  hand 
'■ontiniiing  to  grafp  the  piece  at  the  fweil,  holding  it  firm 
p.iid  fteady ;  feize  the  cock  with  the  fore-hngcr  and  thumb 
of  the  right  hand. 

'2d.  Half-cock — by  drawing  back  the  right  elbow  briikly, 
bringing  it  down  on  the  butt  of  the  firelock. 

1ft.  Draw  the  cartridge  from  the  pouch. 

2d.  Bring  it  to  the  mouth,  holding  it  between  the  fore- 
finger and  thumb,  and  bite  off  the  top  of  the  cartridge. 

1  ft.  Shake  lome  powder  into  the  pan. 
2d.  Shut  the   pan  with  the  three  laft  lingers. 
3d.  Seize   the   fmall   of  the  butt  with  the  above  three 
fingers. 

1ft.  Turn  the  piece  nimbly  round  to  the  loading  pnfition  ; 
the  butt  within  two  inches  of  the  ground,  the  lock  towards 
the  front,  and  the  muzzle  of  the  piece  near  the  bread  ;  the 
right  hand  to  be  brought  on  that  part  of  the  barrel  on  which 
the  fight  is  placed  j  both  feet  are  to  be  kept  faft  in  this 
pofition." 

2d.  Drop  the  butt  on  the  ground  without  noife,  fliake  the 
powder  into  the  barrel,  putting  in  after  it  the  paper  and  the 
ball. 

3d.  Seize  the  top  of  the  ramrod  with  the  fore-finger  and 
thumb. 

1ft.  Foroe  the  ramrod  half  out,  and  feize  it  back- handed 
exadlly  in  the  middle. 

2d.  Draw  it  entirely  out,  and  turning  it  with  the  whole 
hand  and  arm  extended  from  you,  put  it  one  inch  into  the 
barrel. 

1ft.  Pufh  the  ramrod  down,  holding  it  as  before,  cxaiTlly 
in  the  middle,  till  the  hand  touches  the  muzzle.

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2d.  Slip   the  fbi-e-finger  and  thumb  to  the  upper  end, 
without  letting  the  ramrod   fall  further  into  the  barrel. 
3d.  Pulh  the  cartridge  well  down  to  the  bottom. 
4th.  Strike  it  two  very  quick  ftrokes  with  the  ramrod. 

1ft.  Draw  the  ramrod  half  out  j  catching  it  back-handc J. 

2d.  Draw  it  entirely  out,  turning  it  very  brifkly  from  you, 
with  the  arm  extended  and  put  it  into  the  loops,  forcing  ;t 
as  quick  as  poflible  to  the  bottom }  then  face  to  the  proper 
front,  the  finger  and  thumb  of  the  right  hand  holding  the 
ramrod,  as  in  the  pofition  immediately  previous  to  drawing 
it,  and  the  butt  railed  two  inches  from  the  ground. 

Strike  the  top  of  the  muzzle  fmartly  with  the  right  hand, 
in  order  to  fix  the  bayonet  and  ramrod  more  firmly,  and  at 
the  fame  time  throw  it  nimbly  up,  at  one  motion,  to  the 
flioulder. 

N.  B.  Though  the  butts  arc  not  to  come  to  the  ground 
in  cafting  about,  as  accidents  may  happen  from  it,  yet  they 
are  permitted,  while  loading,  to  be  fo  reftcd ;  but  it  miiit 
be  done  without  noife,  and  in  a  manner  imperceptible  in  the 
front. 


EXPLANATION  OF  PRIMING  AND  LOADING. 

1ft.  Bring  the  firelock  down  in  one  brilk  motion  to  tl;e 
priming  pofition,  the  thumb  of  the  right  hand  placed  againir 
the  pan-cover,  or  ftecl  \  the  fingers  clenched  ;  and  the  el- 
bow a  little  turned  out  fo  that  the  wrift  may  be  clear  of  the 
cock. 

2d.  Open  the  pan,  by  throwing  up  the  fteel,  with  a  ftron;; 
motion  of  the  right  arm,  turning  the  elbow  in,  and  keeping 
the  firelock  fteady  in  the  left  hand. 

3d.  Bring  your  hand  round  to  the  pouch,  and  draw  out 
the  cartridge. 

The  reft  as  above  defcribed,  excepting  that,  in  loadini:^, 
all  motions  are  to  be  done  with  as  much  despatch  as  po£ihh\ 
every  vian Jhonldering  or  recovering^  as  foou  as  his  ramrod  is 
properly  returned. 

The  priming  pofition  is  the  fame  for  all  the  ranks,  as  above 
defcribed,  with  the  top  of  the  cock  oppofite  the  right  brcart, 
and  the  muzzle  railed  to  the  height  of  the  peak  of  the  cap, 
which  will  throw  the  firelock  into  the  hollow  of  the  right 
fide. 
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EX^T  :^'ATION  OF  THE  POSITION  OF  EACH  HANK 
IN  ;  IE  FIRINGS,  BY  BATTALIONS,  WINGS,  OR 
GRAND  DIVISIONS. 

Front  Ranky  kneeling. 

Bring  the  firelock  bri{kly  up  to  the  recwery  catching  it  in  itcaj.., 
the  left  hand;  and,  without  ftopping,  fink  down  with  a 
quick  motion  upon  the  right  knee,  keeping  the  left  foot  faflr, 
the  butt  end  of  the  firelock,  at  the  lame  moment,  falling 
upon  the  ground ;  then  cock,  and  inftantly  feize  the  cock 
and  ftecl  together  in  the  right  hand,  holding  the  piece  firm 
in  the  left,  about  the  middle  of  that  part  which  is  between 
the  lock  and  the  fwell  of  the  ftock ;  the  point  of  the  left 
thumb  to  be  clofe  to  the  fwell,  and  pointing  upwards. 

As  the  body  is  finking,  the  right  knee  is  to  be  thrown  fo 
far  back  tliat  the  left  leg  may  be  right  up  and  down;  the 
right  foot  a  little  turned  out ;  the  body  firaight;  and  the 
head  as  much  up  as  if  ihouldered :  the  firelock  muft:  be  up- 
right, and  the  butt  about  four  inches  to  the  right  of  the  ia- 
li'lc  of  the  left  foot. 

Bring  the  Hrelock  down  firmly  to  the  pnfttify  by  Aiding  r.-;/'/, 
the  left  hand  to  the  full  extent  of  the  arm,  along  the  fling, 
without  letting  the  motion  tell ; — the  right  hand  at  the  lam  j 
time  Ipringing  up  the  butt  by  the  cock  fo  high  againft  the 
right  ihoulder,  that  the  head  may  not  be  too  much  lowered 
in  taking  aim  ;  the  right  cheek  to  be  clofe  to  the  butt ;  the 
left  eye  ihut,  and  the  fore  finger  of  the  right  hand  on  the 
trigger ;  look  along  the  barrel  with  the  right  eye  from  the 
breech-pin  to  the  nm/zlc,  and  remain  fieady. 

Pull  the  trigger  ftirong  with  the  fore  linger,  and,  when  ^'"■c- 
fired,  remain  looking  on  the  aim  while  you  can  count  one — 
two  y  then  fpring  up  nimbly  on  the  left  leg  keeping  the  body 
eredl,  and  the  left  foot  faft,  bringing  the  right  heel  to  the 
hollow  of  the  left;  at  the  lame  time  drop  the  firelock  to  the 
priming  pofition — Half-cock  and  proceed  with  the  priming 
and  loading  motions  as  before  directed. 

Ctntre  Rank. 

Spring  the  firelock  brilkly  to  the  recover :  as  foon  as  the  ^^"'^'  reaJj, 
left  hand  feizes  the  firelock  above  the  lock,  raile  the  right 
elbow  a  little,  placing  the  thumb  of  that  hand  upon  the  cock, 
with  the  fingers  open  b/  the  plate  of  the  lock  ;  and  then,  as 
quick  as  poflible,  cock  the  piece,  by  dropping  the  elbow, 

and 
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and  forcing  down  the  cock  with  the  thumb,  ftep  at  the  fame 
time  with  the  right  foot  a  moderate  pace  to  the  right,  and 
keeping  the  left  faft,  feize  the  fmall  of  the  butt  with  the 
right  hand  :  the  piece  muft  be  held  in  this  poiition  perpen- 
dicular, and  oppofite  the  left  fide  of  the  face ;  the  butt 
clofe  to  the  breaft,  but  not  prefled  ;  the  body  flraight,  and 
full  to  the  front,  and  the  head  eredt. 

Prtfent,  As  in  the  foregoing  explanation  for  the  front  rank. 

Firt'  As  in  explanation  for  front  rank,  with  this  differertctf, 

that  as  foon  as  fired,  and  after  dwelling  on  the  aim  as  there 
diredted,  the  firelock  is  to  be  dropped  brifkly  to  the  priming 
pofition  ;  the  left  foot  being  at  the  fame  time  drawn  up  to 
the  right,  and,  immediately  after  the  firelock  is  thrown  u\i 
to  the  Ihoulder,  the  men  fpring  to  the  left  and  cover  their 
file  leaders. 

Rear  Ratik. 

Make  rtady,  Recover  and  cock,  as  before  direfted  for  the  centre  rank, 
and,  as  the  firelock  is  brought  to  the  recover,  ftep  brifkly 
to  the  right  a  full  pace,  at  the  lame  time  placing  the  kfi 
heel  about  fix  inches  before  the  point  of  the  right  foot.  Th<. 
body  to  be  kept  ftraight,  and  as  iquare  to  the  front  as  pul- 
fible. 

frefent.  As  in  explanation  for  the  centre  rank. 

Fire.  As  in  explanation  for  the  centre  rank  ;  after  fliouldering, 

the  men  ftep  to  the  left  and  cover  their  file  leaders  as  the 
centre  rank  does. 

In  firing  with  the  front  rank  Jland'nig^  that  rank  makes 
ready,  &c.  as  fpecified  in  the  article  relati  e  to  the  plaioo.'t 
exercise. 

OJJiurs,  N.  B.  In  giving  words  of  command  as  well  in  as  out  of 

the  ranks,  officers  are  to  ftand  perfectly  fteady,  and  in  their 
proper  pofition ;  their  fwords  held  firmly  in  the  full  of  the 
right  hand,  with  the  upper  part  of  the  blade  refting  againfl 
the  flioulder,  the  right  wriil  againft  the  hip,  and  the  elbow 
drawn  backi 

In  firing  by  grand  divifions,  the  centre  officer  falls  back, 
cn  the  prepat  ativej  into  the  fourth  rank,  and  is  replaced  by 
the  covering  ferjeant, 

FIRING  BY  PLATOONS. 

THE  officers,  inftead  of  giving  the  words,  waie  ready ; 
pre/ent  firty  are  to  pronounce  the  words  Ihort  \  as,  for  in- 
itance,  ready^  psent^  Jire»  In 
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In  firing  by  platoons  or  divifions,  the  officers  comman- 
ding them  ai  e  to  ftep  out  one  pace  on  the  clofe  of  the  prepa- 
rative, and  face  to  the  left  towards  their  men.  They  then 
ftand  perfeftly  fteady  till  the  laft  part  of  the  General  is  beat 
as  a  fignal  to  ceafe  firing,  when  they  inftantly  ftep  back  into 
the  proper  intervals. 

When  a  divifion  has  fired,  the  men  prime  and  load,  and 
come  to  the  recover  as  quick  as  they  individually  can  with- 
out any  flugel  man,  who  is  not  to  be  made  ufe  of  in  any 
firing  whatever. 

It  is  expected  that,  from  the  infertion  of  the  fourth  com- 
mand "  Load,"  in  the  Platoon  Exercife,  the  troops  will  be- 
come fo  habituated  to  the  paufe  after  pulling  the  triggers, 
which  is  requifite  to  infure  precifion,  and  the  full  effe<Sl  of 
their  fire,  that  they  will  invariably  adopt  it  on  all  occafions, 
though  in  the  field  they  are  not  to  expect  any  word  of  com- 
mand after  firing,  but  each  man,  after  making  the  paufe, 
which  he  feels  to  be  necelTary  for  the  efFeclnal  delivery  of 
the  contents  of  his  piece,  is  to  proceed  to  prime  and  load. 

In  all  firing  by  platoons,  divifions,  or  companies,  the 
firft  words,  "  ready,  present,  fire^*  are  to  be  regular,  and 
generally  from  centre  to  Hanks  of  the  battalion,  each  wing 
independent,  though  circumftnnces  may  occafion  it  to  com- 
mence from  any  otiier  part  of  the  battalion  that  may  be  firft 
formed  ;  but,  aft'^r  the  firft  round,  everv  company  is,  by 
command  of  its  officer,  to  prefent  and  fire  as  foon  as  loaded. 

No  flugel  man  is  to  ftep  out  after  firing  to  give  the  time 
of  loading  and  recovering ;  every  man  is  to  load  and  reco- 
ver as  quick  as  he  can.  This  is  to  be  oblerved  in  all  firings 
by  platoons  or  companies. 

No  flugel  man  is  ever  to  remain  advanced  from  a  batta- 
lion, except  to  give  the  time  of  the  General  Salute,  or  dur- 
ing the  performance  of  the  Manual  Exercife. 

In  all  firing  by  platoons  or  divifions,  after  the  firji  round 
the  firelock  is  not  to  be  fhouldered,  but  brifkly  thrown  up 
to  the  recover,  which  will  render  the  word  "  ready"  unne- 
ceflTary,  and  reduce  the  words  of  command  to  the  follow- 
ing i  viz.  "  psent,  fire." 

The  pofitions  of  the  feveral  ranks  to  be  as  follow : 

Front  Rank* 

The  front  rank  man,  being  at  the  recover  and  cocked, 
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brings  his  piece  down  to  the  present^  (lepping  back  fix  in- 
ches to  the  rear  with  the  right  foot.  After  having  fired, 
the  right  foot  is  to  be  brought  up  to  the  left  heel,  preserving 
the  quarter,  face  to  the  right,  and  the  priming  and  loading 
goes  on  as  directed. 

Centre  Rank. 

The  centre  rank  man  being  at  the  recover  and  cocked, 
on  the  word  psent^  regains  his  firing  pofition  by  placing  his 
left  foot  a  moderate  pace  to  the  left,  keeping  the  right  foot 
faft  •,  and  \\3s'vi\^  fir ed^  the  left  foot  is  to  be  brought  back  to 
the  priming  pofition,  preferving  the  half  face  to  the  right. 

Rear  Rank, 

The  rear  rank  man,  being  at  the  recover  and  cocked,  on 
the  word  pjent^  gains  his  firing  pofition  by  ftepping  fix  in- 
ches to  the  front  with  the  left  foot. 

"When  the  rear  rank  man  has  fired,  the  left  foot  is  to  be 
brought  back  to  the  righc  foot  and  the  priming  and  loading 
goes  on  in  that  pofition,  preferving  the  half  face  to  the  right. 


FILE  FIRING. 

In  file  firing,  the  fame  rules  are  to  be  obferved  by  the 
feveral  ranks,  without  waiting  for  any   word  of  command. 


CEASE  FIRING. 

When  the  fignal  has  been  made  to  ceafe  firing,  the  men 
are  to  recover  arms,  half-cock,  for  which  they  will  receive 
tiie  word  of  command,  as  well  as  to  fhoulder  j  when  the 
centre  and  rear  ranks  arc  to  fpring  to  the  left,  and  accurately 
coyer  their  file  leaders. 
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It  is  to  be  obferved,  that  in  all  firing  the  foldier  is  to  be 
inftrufted  to  pay  due  attention  to  that  order  which  enjoins 
the  regulated  paufe  upon  the  prcfent  after  pulling  the  trigger. 


LIGHT  INFANTRY. 

In  regiments  of  light  infantry,  or  in  detached  corps  aft- 
ing  ;;s  fuch,  and,  formed  in  two  ranks,  it  may  occafionajUy 
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W  expedient  to  prime,  load,  and  fire,  with  both  ranks 
kneeling.  His  iVIajeity  has  been  pleal'ed  to  fanftion  the  oc- 
calional  ufe  of  this  mode  of  firing  in  corps  of  the  above 
dolcription ;  and  to  command  that  the  following  Motions 
iliall  be  adopted  in  the  pratlice  of  it.  The  following  Regula- 
tions are  therefore  to  be  Itridtly  attended  to ;  and  all  light 
infantry  corps  and  companies  are  immediately  to  be  inftrudt- 
td  and  occalioiiaily  cxercilbd  in  conformity  to  tliem. 


flRING,  TWO  RANKS  KNEELING,  PRIMING  AND  i,.j„  j„ 
LOADING  IN   THAT    POSITION.  J<'n,ry. 

Both  ranks  fin'c  down  fmartly  on  their  right  knees,  and  ^'"'/y  ■ 
♦lirow  back  their  right  legs.  In  the  front  rank,  the  left  fide 
of  the  rig'  t  kuees  is  directly  to  the  rear  of  the  right  fide  of 
the  left  foot  \  but  the  rear  rank  carries  the  right  knee  about 
four  inches  to  the  right.  The  left  legs  of  both  mull  be 
pi'rfe£tly  perpendicular.  Tlie  front  and  rear  ranks  refpec- 
tively  bring  their  firelocks  down  to  the  priming  pofition,  as 
hereafter  explained,  cock,  and  replace  their  right  hands  on 
the  Imall  of  the  butt. 

From  the  left  arm  being  brought  acrofs  the  body,  tlie  left 
llioulders  of  both  ranks  are  brougiit  forward  in  a  fmall  de- 
f;ree  ;  but  the  body  mull  be  kept  as  Iquare  to  the  front 
as  pofiible,  without  producing  coiiltraint. 

On  the  word  pnfc/it  both  ranks  bring  their  firelocks  to  the  Pre/ir.i, 
preieut,  each  man  ilowly  and  uulependently  levelling  at  the 
p.jrticular  object  which  his  eye  has  fixed  upon  ;  and  as  icon  as 
lu;  has  covered  his  object,  each  man  fires  of  his  own  accord, 
wi'iliout  waitirsj^  tor  any  word  of  command.  The  elbows 
'.mill  on  no  account  be  projected. 

Both  ranks  keep  their  firelocks  at  the  prcfenttill  the  word 
"  Lead"  is  given,  which  the  Ofiicer   orders  as  loon  as  he  L.ad, 
It'cs  they  have  all  fired. 

Then  the  men  come  to  the  priming  pofition,  v/hlch  in  this 
particular  mode   of  firing  is  as  follows : 

The  firelocks  of  the  front  rank  are  in  line  with  the  haun- 
ches :  and  tliofe  of  the  rear  rank  arc;  placed  about  four  in- 
ches above  the  haunches. 

The  elbows  of  both  ranks  mufl:  be  ar.  rlrfl'  to  the  body  as 
pofllble. 

The  front  rank  men,  after  priming,  bring  round  their 
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firelocks  to  the  left  fulc,  and  throw  the  butts  to  the  rear ;  ;.) 
that  the  barrels  imy  be  cloicto  the  left  thigh,  and  the  muz- 
zles three  inches  behind  the  left  knees. 

The  left  hand  moves  the  firelock  from  the  right  fide  to 
the  left,  and  the  right  hand  is  brought  acrofs  the  body  to 
accomplilh  the  loading.  After  loading,  the  firelock  is  rail- 
ed and  advanced  to  the  front  by  the  left  hand,  and  the  poli- 
tion  for  making  ready  is  refumcd. 

The  rear  rank  men  after  priming  turn  the  body  to  tlio 
right  in  a  fmall  degree,  lean  well  to  the  rear,  and  throw  tlic 
butts  to  the  front,  fo  that  the  firelocks  may  be  in  contact 
with  the  right  thighs  of  the  front  rank  men,  and  the  mu//.li' 
in  line  with  the  hip  bone. 

They  then  refume  their  original  pofition  for  making  rc;u!y. 

On  the  fignal  to  ccafe  firing,  the  ranks  refume  their  ftaii 
ding  pofition,  and  flioulder. 


REGULATIONS  IN  FIRING. 

1.  The  advance  of  the  battalion  Should  inftantly  fuccccJ 
the  forming  of  the  line  -,  and  when  it  arrives  and  halts  at  tlu; 
point  where  it  is  to  fire,  the  firing  ought  inftantly  to  com- 
mence at  the  "word  /W/j  for  the  battalion  having  been  ap- 
prized,  during  the  march,  of  the  nature  of  the  required  fil- 
ing, no  improper  delay  need  therefore  be  made. 

2.  The  greatefl:  care  is  to  be  lakcn  by  the  ofiicers  and 
under  ofiicers  in  the  rear  (whofe  principal  attention  this  \s) 
that  the  rear  ranks  are  well  locked  up  in  the  firings,  and 
that  in  loading  they  do  not  fall  back. 

0.  The  line,  if  retiring,  /W/,  fro>//s,  at  one  command  ; 
and  inft^antly  begins  firing,  having  been  apprized,  during  iti 
movement,  of  the  nature  of  the  firing. 

4.  The  paufe  betwixt  each  of  the  firing  words — Rt\u!\' 
Present  !  lure  !  is  the  lame  as  the  ordinary  time  ;  viz.  the 
T.^th  part  of  a  minute ;  and  no  other  paufe  is  to  be  made 
betwixt  the  words. 

5.  In  firing  JVi/igs  I'x  companies  :  Each  wing  carries  on  its 
lire  indt  pendent,  and  AVithout  regard  to  the  other  wing, 
whether  it  fires  from  the  centre  to  the  flanks,  or  from  the 
flanks  to  the  centre. — If  there  are  five  companies  in  the 
wing,  iwo  panics  will  be  made  betwixt  the^re  of  each,  and 
the  reaily  of  the  lUcceeding  one. — If  there  are  four  companies 
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ii;  the  wing,  three  paufes  will  be  made  betwixt  tho^re  of 
tMch  and  the  remiy  of  the  fucceeding  one. — ^This  will  allow 
fullkient  time  for  the  firft  company  to  have  again  loaded, 
and  Ihouldered  at  the  time  the  lall  company  fires,  and  will 
cllMblilh  proper  intervals  between  each. 

G.  In  firing  hy grand  (UvifionSi  three  paufes  will  be  made 
betwixt  they/Vf  of  each  diviiion,  and  the  ready  of  the  luc- 
cecding  one. 

7.  In  firing  by  •wings  :  One  wing  will  make  ready  the  in- 
ihnt  the  other  is  Ihouldering. — The  commanding  officer  of 
die  battalion  fires  the  wings. 

S.  In  firing  companies  by  fles  :  Each  company  fires  in- 
ilopondent. — When  the  right  file  prefcnts,  the  next  makes 
ready,  and  fo  on. — After  the  firil  fire,  each  man  as  he  loads 
conies  to  a  recover,  and  the  tile  again  fires  without  waiting 
for  any  other  ;  tin*  roar  rank  men  are  to  have  their  eyes  on 
their  front  rank  men,  and  be  guided  by,  and  prcfent  with 
them. 

9.  In  general,  after  the  march  in  front,  and  halt  of  the 
battalion,  company  or  platoon  firing  Ihould  begin  from  the 
centre,  and  not  from  the  flanks. — In  other  cafes,  and  in 
f'lcceliive  formations,  it  may  begin  from  whatever  divifioii 
rtrll  arrives  and  halls  on  the  ground. 


FIRING  IN  LINE. 

1st.  The  chief  object  of  fire  againft  cavalry  is  to  keep  them  o'j^s?  of 
at  a  diftance,  and  to  deter  them  from  the  attack  ;  as   their>'. 
movements  are  rapid,  a  relerve  is  always  kept  up.  But  when 
fire  commences  againft  infantry,   it  cannot  (confident   with 
order  and  other  circumllances)  be   too  heavy  or   too   (^uick 
while  it  lalb,  and  till  the  enemy  is  beaten  or  repulfcd. 

2d.  Where  infantry  are  ported  on  heights  that  are  to  be  Deferfi-jt 
defended  by  the  fire  of  mufcjuetry,  the  front  rank  will  kneel, ■^"* 
that  one  third  of  the  fire  that  may  be  given  Ihould  not  be 
loft  i  for  otherwife,  the  rear  rank,  in  fuch  fituation,  could  not 
fuificiently  incline  their  pieces  to  rafe  the  Hope.  As  foldiers 
generally  prefent  too  high,  and  as  fire  is  of  the  greateft  con- 
fequence  to  troops  that  are  on  the  defenfive,  and  who  are 
pofted,  if  poflible,  on  commanding  grounds,  the  habitual 
mode  of  firing  Ihould  therefore  be  rather  at  a  low  level  than 
a  high  one  \  and  the  fire  of  the  front  rank  kneeling,  being 
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the  moft  cfTicacious  as  hcin)^  ihe  inoft  rafinp,   ftiouUl  not  iy 
ilil'penfcd  with  when  it  can  be  fafely  and  ul'cfully  cmploycJ 

Hd.  When  infantry  marches  in  line  to  attack  an  cnomv, 
and  in  advancing  makes  iil'e  of  its  fire  \  it  is  perhaps  better 
to  fire  the  two  firit  ranks  only  llaiuUng,  rcferving  the  ;jd, 
than  to  make  the  front  rank  kneel  and  to  fire  the  wholt-  • 
but  volleys  tired  at  a  conliderablo  dirtance,  or  on  a  retirip)^ 
enemy,  may  be  given  by  the  three  ranks,  the  front  one 
kneeling, 

4th.  A  line  ported,  or  arriving  at  a  fixed  fituation,  vill 
fire  by  platoons,  each  battalion  independent  ;  and  fuch  firinj; 
generally  commencing  from  the  centre  of  each.  The  firli 
fire  of  each  battalion  will  be  regular,  and  cftablifh  intervals , 
after  the  firft  fire,  each  platoon  (hall  continue  to  fire  as  foon 
as  it  is  loaded,  independent  and  as  quick  as  it  can,  till  the 
battalion  op  line  is  ordered  to  ceafe. 

5th.  Behind  a  parapet,  hedge  or  abbatis,  the  twt-  Tuft 
ranks  onlv  cm  (ire,  and  fuch  tiring  may  be  JiU  Ji'-i>ig,  deli- 
berate and  cool,  the  two  men  of  the  fatiie  file  always  firin  ; 
together:  it  may  bciTin  from  the  right  or  left  of  platoons, 
and  Ihould  be  taught  in  fituations  adapted  to  it,  not  in  open 
ground.  Should  the  parapet,  hedge  or  abbatis,  be  but  little 
raifed,  platoon  firing  may  be  ul'ed, 

Gth.  Obl'i/ui'  Jiriti^  by  battalions  is  advantageous  on  manv 
occafions,  as  when  it  is  proper,  or  that  time  does  not  allcu- 
to  give  an  oblique  direit:i(m  to  part  of  a  line,  or  tint  their 
fire  in  this  manner  can  be  thrown  ng  linft  the  openiu'T  of  a 
deliio,  the  flanks  of  a  column,  or  againfi:  cavalry  or  infantry 
thaidirc'.^  their  attack  on  fbme  particular  battalion  or  por- 
tion of  the  line. 

7th.  As  long  as  the  fire  by  battalions,  half  battalions  or 
companies,  can  be  kept  up  regular,  it  is  highly  advantageou'-, 
and  can  at  any  time  he  ftuppod,  and  the  march  continued  j 
but  Ihould  file  firing  be  ailowocl  and  once  begim,  unleA  troops 
are  exceeding  cool  and  well  difcipliot'd,  it  will  be  difficult 
to  make    it  finifh,  and  to  make  them  advance  in  order. 

8th.  When  a  line  halts  at  its  points  of  firing,  no  time  is 
to  be  loft:  in  fcrupulous  dreiling,  and  the  tiring  is  inftantly 
to  commence.  But  a  line  that  hrdts  and  is  not  to  fire,  or 
V'hen  its  tiring  ceafes  after  the  halt,  may  immediately  be  or- 
dered to  drefs  from  colours  to  colours, 

Q^h,  The  attention  of  the  oHicers  and  non-commi (Honed 
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olHocrs  of  the  rear  to  the  locking  up  of  the  ranks  in  firing 
cannot  be  too  often  repeated. 

A  perfuft  Uniformity  in  the  Formation  and  Arrangement 
of  all  Companies  and  Battalions  is  indi(penfablc  for  the 
Execution  of  juH  and  combined  Movements.

Clofe  order  is  the  chief  and  primary  order,  iti  which  the 
battalion  and  its  parts  at  all  times  alFemble  ami  form.  Open 
order  is  only  regarded  as  an  exception  froiii  it,  and  occafion- 
ally  ufed  in  fituations  of  parade  and  fhow.  In  dole  order, 
the  officers  are  in  the  ranks,  and  the  rear  ranks  are  r lofed 
Up  within  one  pace.  In  open  order,  the  ofliccrs  arc  advan- 
ced three  paces,  and  the  ranks  are  two  pacci  diltaut  fron^ 
each  other. 

Each  company  is  a  platoon.  Each  company  forms  two 
fub-divifions,  and  alfo  four  feftions.  But  as  lections  Ihould 
never  be  lefs  than  five  files,  it  will  happen,  when  the  com- 
panies are  weak,  that  they  can  only  (for  the  purpol'cs  of 
march)  form  three  I'eftions,  or  even  two  iedtions. 

When  the  company  is  fingly  formed,  the  captain  is  on  the 
right,  and  the  enlign  on  the  left  of  the  front  rank,  each 
covered  by  a  ferjcant  in  the  rear  rank.  The  lieutenant  is  in 
the  rear,  as  alfo  the  drummer  and  pioneer  in  a  fourth  rank, 
at  three  paces  diftance. 

The  left  of  the  front  rank  of  each  fub-divifion  is  marked 
by  a  corporal;  the  right  of  the  left  fub-divilion  maybe 
marked  by  the  other  corporal. 

"When  neceflixry,  the  places  of  abfent  officers  may  be  fup- 
plied  by  ferjcants  ;  thofe  of  ferjeants  by  corporals  j  and  thofe 
of  corporals  by  intelligent  men. 

When  the  company  is  to  join  others,  and  the  battalion,  or 
part  of  it,  to  be  formed,  the  enfig;.  and  his  oovonug  ier^ 
jeant  quit  the  flank,  and  fall  into  the  fourth  rank,  until 
othcrwife  placed.

The  pioneers  fliall  be  ported  at  the  fame  dirtance  in 
rear  of  the  fourth  rank  of  the  left  centre  company,  and 
in   a  hnglo  rank. 

The  drummers  of  the  eight  battalion  companies  are  as- 
fembled  in  two  divifions,  fix  paces  behind  the  third  rank  ot 
their  Ibcond  and  fovcnth  companies. — The  grenadier  and 
light  company  drummers  and  lifers  are  iix  paces  behind 
their  refpedive  companies. 

The  rtafl'  of  chaplain,  furgeon,  quarter-marter,  and  as- 
fjftant   ilirgcon,  are  three  paces  behind  the  nnific. 

Oficen.  In  general,  officers  remain  poflcd  with  their  proper  com- 
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panics;   but  commanding  officers  will  occafionally  make 
luch  changes  as  they  may  find  neceflary. 

Whenever  the  officers  move  out  of  the  front  rank,  in    Replacing 
pande,  marching  in  column,  wheeling  into  hne,  or  other-  "''"■;'''«•»■ 
wife,  their  places  are  taken  by  their  ferjeant   coverers,  and 
preferved  until  the  officers  again  relume  them. 

When  the  line  is  halted,  and  efpecially  during  the  firings 
when  engaged,  the  ferjeant  coverers  full  back  into  the  fourth 
rank,  and  obferve  their  platoons.

WHEN  THE  BATTALION  TAKES   OPEN 
ORDER. 
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March. 


At  this  command — the  flank  men  on  the 
right  of  the  rear  ranks  of  each  company  ftep 
brilkly  back  to  mark  the  ground  on  which 
each  rank  refpe(^ively  is  to  halt.  They  face 
to  the  right,  and  cover  as  pivots,  being  regu- 
lated and  drefTed  by  the  adjutant  or  ferjeant- 
major  on  the  right. — Every  other  individual 
remains  ready  to  move. 

At  thi?  command — the  flank  drefTers  face 
to  the  front,  and  the  whole  move  as  follows : 
The  rear  ranks  fill  back  one  and  two   pa- 
ces, each  dreffing  by  the  right  the  inllant  it 
arrives  on  the  ground. 

The  officers  in  the  front  rank,  as  alfo  the 
colours,  move  out  three  paces — thole  in  the 
rear,  together  with  the  mufic,  move  through 
the  intervals  left  open  by  the  front  rank  offi- 
cers, and  divide  themfelvcs,  viz.  the  captains 
covering  the  fecond  file  fro.n  the  right ;  the 
lieutenants  the  fecond  tile  from  the  k'ft ;  and 
the  enfigns  oppolite  the  centre  of  their  res- 
peilive  companies. 

The  mufic  form  between  the  colours  and 
tht!  front  rank. 

The  ferjeant  coVerers  rnove  up  to  the  front 
rank,  to  preferve  the  intervals  left  by  the 
officers. 

The  pioneers  fall  back  to  fix  paces  diftance 
behind  the  rear  rank. 

The  drummers  take  the  fame  diftance  be- 
hind their  divifions 
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The  major  moves  to  the  right  of  the  line 
of  officers.— The  adjutant  remains  in  the 
rear. 

The  ftafF  place  themfelves  on  the  right  of 
the  front  rank  of  the  grenadiers,  viz.  chap- 
lain, furgeon,  quarter-mafter,  afTiftant  fur- 
geon. 

The  lieutenant-colonel,  and  the  colonel 
(dismounted),  advance  before  the  colours  two 
and  four  paces. 

The  whole  being  arrived  at  their  fevcral 
*  pofts — Halt — Drofs  to  the  Right — and  tli*; 
battalion  remains  formed  in  parade,  in  the 
order  in  which  they  would  receive  a  fuperior 
officer. 

When  the  battalion  is  reviewed  fingly,  the 
divifion  of  drummers  may  be  moved  up,  and 
formed  two  deep  on  each  flank  of  the  line— 
the  pioneers  may  form  two  deep  on  the  right 
of  the  drummers  of  the  right — and  the  ft.itF 
may  form  on  the  right  of  the  whole, — But 
this  licence  is  never  to  be  afted  upon  when 
more  than  one  battalion  is  in  line.

The  mufic  marches  through  the  centre  in- 
terval, and  refumes  its  ftation  in  the  rear. 

The  ferjeants,  drummers,  pioneers,  &c. 
&:c.  refume  their  places,  each  as  in  the  ori- 
ginal formation  of  the  battalion  in  clofe  or- 
der. 

The  officers  move  through  and  into  their 
rcfpedtive  intervals,  and  each  individual  ar- 
rives and  phces  himfelf  properly  at  his  poU 
in  dole  order. 
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When  regiments  are  en  a  higher  eftablifhmcnt  than  that 
of  one  lieutenant-colonel  and  one  major,  the  following  or-. 
der  is  to  be  ohferved  in  porting  the  field  officers  at  clofe  and 
open  order,  and  likevvife  on  the  regiment  marching  by  the 
reviewing  general,  in  column  of  companies  or  divilions. 


BATTALION  AT  CLOSE  ORDER. 

The  colonel  (except  when  advanced  in  front  for  the  pur- 
pofe  of  exercifing  the  battalion  when  it  is  fingle)  is  in  rear 
of  the  colours,  mounted. 

The  1ft  and  2d  lieutenant-colonels,  mounted,  in  rear  of 
the  1ft  and  8th  battalion  rompanies. 

The  1ft  and  2d  majors,  mounted,  in  rear  of  the  3d  and 
6th  companies. 

The  adjutant,  mounted,  in  rear  of,  and  a  little  to  the  left 
of  the  colonel. 

N.  B.  This  dislocation  of  mounted  officers  has  a  refe- 
rence to  the  battalion  only  while  halted. 

When  the  regiment  manoeuvres,  or  is  put  in  motion,  the 
mounted  officers  are  to  be  prepared  to  give  fuch  aid  as  cir- 
cumftances  may  require  from  them,  with  the  utmoit  ala- 
crity and  precifion. 


BATTALION  AT  OPEN  ORDER. 

The  colonel,  dismounted,  to  be  advanced  four  paces  in 
front  of  the  colours. 

The  1ft  and  2d  lieutenant-colonels,  dismounted,  at  two 
paces  interval,  and  two  paces  in  the  rear  of  the  colonel. 

The  1ft  and  2d  majors  on  the  right  and  left  of  the  line 
of  officers,  mounted. 

The  adjutant,  mounted,  four  paces  in   rear   of  the   rear 
rank  and  centre  of  the  battalion. 


MARCHING    PAST  THE   REVIEWING   GENERAL 
IN  COLUMN  OF  COMPANIES  OR  DIVISIONS.— 

Ordinary  Time. 

The  colonel  in  front  of  the  centre  of  the  grenadier  com- 
pany. 
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The  1ft  lieutenant  colonel,  and  lf>  major,  with  the  intci- 
val  of  a  horfe's  length,  in  a  line  in  rear  of  the  colonel.

MARCHING  PAST  IN  QUICK  TIME. 

The  field  officers  and  adjutant  are  polled,  as  in  marching 
paft,  in  ordinary  time. 

PoUhg  ef  On  particular  occafions,  and  when  necefTiry,  officprs 
commanding  platoons,  who  in  line  are  on  the  right  of  th(  ir 
platoons,  Ihift  to  the  k'ft  to  conduct  the  heads  of  tiles,  u, 
the  pivot  lianks  of  their  diviilons,  in  column  or  echellou. 

When  the  battalion  wheels  by  companies  or  fub-divilior.s 
to  either  tiank  into  column;  both  colours  and  the  Hie  ot 
directing  ferjeants  always  wheel  to  the  proper  front,  and  pLac 
themfelves  behind  the  third  iile  from  the  new  pivot. 

There  is  no  feparate  colour  referve ;  the  pioneers,  mufii, 
&c.  iutHciently  ftrengthen  the  centre  ;  hut  in  the  firinj.s 
the  two  files  on  each  lide  of  the  colouis  may  be  ordered  td 
referve  their  fire. 

The  conftant  order  of  the  light  company  when  formed  in 
line,  and  united    vsiththe  battalion,  is  at  the  lame  clofe  iilc 
as  the  batt  ilion.     Their   extended  order  is   an   occalioiul 
exception. 

When  the  light  company  is  detached,  and  the  grenadici 
company  remains,  it  will  be  undivided  on  one  Hank  of  it. 
battaUon,  whenever  there  are  feveral  battalions  in  line  :  but 
when  the  battalion  is  iingle,  it  is  permitted  to  be  occalional- 
ly  divided  on  each  flank. 

When  the  grenadier  or  light  companies  are  detached,  and 
make  no  part  of  the  line,  they  may  be  formed  two  deep,  if 
it  is  found  proper. 

With  a  very  few  obvious  alterations,  thefe  general  rules 
take  pLice  when  a  company  or  battalion  is  permitted  or  or- 
dered to  form  in  two  runks  only,  which  nv.iy  often  be  done 
for  tlie  ptirpofes  of  exc  rcife  and  movement  on  a  more  con- 
fiderable  front,  it  is  alfo  evident  that  they  generally  appiy 
whether  the  companies  are  ftrong  or  weak,  and  whether  a 
greater  or  a  IclTer  number  of  them  compofe  the  battalion.

ATTENTIONS  OF  THE  SOLDIER. 

Quick   tiM':  is  in  general  confined  to  wHirELiNCsand     n-n, 
FILINGS  }  the  other  movements  of  the  platoon  or   battalion  "m"^-'- 
are  made  in  ordinary  time. — It  is  feldomthat  they  will,  or 
ought,  to  be  required  at  quick  time. 

All  WHEELINGS,  forward  or  backward,  are  made  quick,  prb.e 
— Eyes  are  turned  to  the  wheeling  hand  at  the  word  march 
(and  not  before). — The  wheehng  (lankman  Iteps  out  firm  at 
a  pace  of  thirty-three  inches,  till  he  receives  his  word  }.\ilt  j 
it  is  the  bufinefs  of  the  rell:  of  the  rank  to  keep  up  to  him. — 
Eyes  remain  in  all  cafes  ro  the  whceliny  hand,  till  a  new 
order  is  given  by  the  commanding  officer. 

All  FILINGS  arc  made  quick,  clnfo,  and  at  the  lock-flcp. 
Files  are  at  no  time  to  open  out,  on  occaliotis  of  excrciCe, 
parade,  or  manoeuvre  j  but  they  will  often  be  fo  permitted 
and  ORDERED,  when  marching  in  the  ftreets,  or  in  common  Marding. 
route,  when  the  march  by  diviilons  cannot  lb  conveniently 
take  place. 

All  FACINGS  muft  he  accurately  made  on  the  left  heol.  pivi.-.Men. 
Pivot  men  mui%  cover  carefully  and  exactly.  In  vvheeliDg 
backward,  the  ftanding  man  faces  t'^e  oppolke  way  to  what 
he  does  if  wheeling  forward. — Pivot  men,  whether  in  wheel- 
ing into  column,  or  in  wheeling  into  battalion,  when  once 
ported,  are  to  remain  immovable,  and  do  not  alter  their  po- 
fition  in  confequence  of  platoon-dreffing,  nor  on  any  account, 
but  by  order  of  the  commanding  o!Hcer  of  the  battalion, 
when  he  finds  it  neceflary  to  require  a  more  correct  drelling 
from  the  whole. 

The  great  observance  of  the  foldier  in  the  ranks,  and  pcuion. 
under  arms,  is  the  iquarenel's  of  the  fhoulders  and  body, 
the  head  to  the  front,  and  the  eyes  only  glanced  to  the  point 
of  dreffing  J  the  belly  kept  in,  the  bread:  out  and  rather  in- 
clining forward,  but  by  no  me.uis  hickwarJ.  When  the 
battalion  is  halted,  anU  a  more  accurate  drejj-.ug  is  ordered, 
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the  head  may  be  a  little  turned  during  that  operation  only, 
and  each  man  Ihould  jull  dillinguilh  the  lower  part  of  the 
face  ot  the  ibcond  man  from  him. — Whether  in  movement, 
or  halted,  each  man  is  juft  to  touch  (without  crowding)  his 
neighbour's  arm  towards  whom  he  drefles,  to  depend  on 
that  chiolly  for  his  line,  and  at  no  time  to  feparate  from 
him. 

At  the  word  mcirch^  the  ftamp  of  the  foot  is  not  to  be 
made,  but  the  firft  Hep  is  to  be  taken  as  firm  and  leng- 
thy as  any  other,  and  the  body  of  each  man,  if  in  his  true 
polition  under  arms,  is  prepared  for  it  by  an  inclination  for- 
ward. On  the  perfect  execution  of  this  depends  much  of 
the  accuracy  of  march. — On  the  word  manhy  the  firft  ftep  in 
all  lituatious  is  taken  with  the  left  foot  - — When  the  com- 
manding othcer  of  the  battalion  gives  the  viotiX  marchy  the 
whole  Hep  off  together,  whether  in  line  or  in  column. 
NS'hen  ho  gives  the  word  kalty  the  whole  halt  at  that  inftaiu. 

At  the  word  march  eyes  are  directed  to  the  pivot  flank,  if 
in  column,  or  to  the  head  of  the  file,  if  filing  •,  to  the  co- 
lours, if  marching  in  battalloa  ;  and  in  general  to  that  point 
by  wiiich   they  are  conducted. 

At  the  word  Az//,  the  foot  in  the  air  finiflies  its  ftep,  and 
the  otiicr  is  brought  up  to  it. — E^es  remain  direifled  to  the 
pivot  Hank,  if  inarching  in  column ;  to  the  colours,  if  in 
line-,  or  to  the  wheeling  Hank,  if  wheeling;  and  in  general, 
to  the  point  to  which  they  were  turned  when  in  movement, 
until  a  new  order  commands  a  new  drefling.  Whenever  the 
wi>rd  dress  is  given  by  platoon  officers  to  their  platoons,  eyes 
arc  turned  to  the  pivot  where  the  ofRcer  is,  and  from  whence 
he  corrects  them  upon  a  dil\ant  object.  * 

In  marching  in  line,  each  mr.n  muft  prefcrve  his  body 
perfectly  fc^uare,  and  juH  feel  the  touch  of  his  neighbour, 
who  is  nearer  than  himfelf,  to  the  dire<^ling  point  \  and  the 
rear  ranks  are  to  be  well  locked  up,  particularly  when  fir- 
ing. In  marching  in  battalion,  or  when  halted,  rear  ranks 
will  be  locked  up ;  but  in  marching  in  colunin,  they  may 
in  general  be  at  one  pace  diHance  :  the  fleps  are  to  be  tak- 
en firm    and  marked. 

cf  All  alterations  in  carryings  fitppvting  nrmsy  i^c.  are  done 
by  the  whole  battalion  at  once,  whether  in  line  or  column, 
and  not  by  the  divifions  of  it  fcparately. — ^The  command- 
ing oiHcer  gives  the  word,  and  not  the  platoon  officers ; 
and  no  I'ucli  change  is  at  any  time  made,   but  in  confer 
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cjucnce  of  his  command  ;  the  men  therefore,  in  all  cafes, 
wheels  halty  mnrch^  drefsy  ^c,  with  their  arms  car  ricdy /up" 
ported,  l2fc.  according  as  the  laft  given  command  diredted 
them..  The  fame  is  to  be  obferved  whenever  the  battalion, 
moving  in  line  or  column,  changes  iis  time  of  march 

In  column,  when  the  right  of  the  battalion    is  in  front,  Pivctp-..' 
the  left  is  the  pivot  flank ;  and  when  the  left  of  the  battalion 
is  in  front,  the  right  is  the  pivot  flank. 

In  marchmg  in  column,  the  pivot  fdes  of  men  next  to  the  Ptv.t  fr 
oflicers  muft  have  great  attention  in  covering,  when  the 
movement  is  made  in  a  ftraight  line,  as  they  are  points  on 
which  the  formation  is  made,  and  therefore,  for  that  pur- 
pofe,  they  remain  clofe  to  their  pivot  oflicers,  who  in 
that   lituation  cover  and  give  diiliance. 

Supported  arms  fliould  only  be  allowed  when  halted  in 
line,  or  when  moving  in  column. — But  the  march  in  line, 
and  in  general  all  wheelings  up  into  line,  and  all  form- 
ings  of  the  line  or  drelling  it,  Ihould  be  made  with  r.n- 
ried  annsy  as  the  only  fltuation  which  preserves  the  t>ue 
dillance  of  files,  or  can  give  an   accurate  lino. 


COVERING  PLATOON  .SERJEANTS. 

The  cov  RING  SF.ujr.ANT  accompanies  and  anil"!:s  the  pl.i-  ^^s''-  ; 
toon  oflicer  in  all  l\is  movement^,  and  prefcrvcs  his  pl:uc  '^.^.:"'^'f''~ 
in  line,  or  on  the  pivot  flank  in  column,  wluMievor  the 
officer's  duty  requires  him  occalionaily  to  quit  it. — In  bat- 
talion he  covers  in  the  rear  rank.  At  open  order,  lie 
moves  into  the  ofiiccr's  place  in  the  front  rar.k.  At  tlofe 
order,  he  leaves  it  for  the  oflicer  to  take  it.  hi  the  marcli 
in  echellon,  he   is  on  the  outward  flank  of  the  front  i;uik. 

When  the  battalion  breaks  into  column  to  the  right  (>r  In  cdur.-. 
left,  the  ferjeant  falls  back  two  paces ;  and  wiicn  the  v/hoel 
is  fmifhed,  he  covers  his  otlicer  on  the  pivot  flank.  When 
the  column  marches,  if  the  otiicer  is  in  front  of  the  pla- 
toon, the  ferjeant  is  on  the  pivot  of  the  front  rank,  and 
is  anfwerable  for  the  platoon  dillance ;  if  the  oflicer  re- 
mains on  the  pivot  flank,  the  ferjeant  then  falL-.  behind  the 
rear  rank,  and  covers  the  i'xond  file  fron/  the  pivot. 

When  from  column,  the  right  in  front  platoons  wheel  n[)  irLv.l-gh: 
to  the  left  into  line  ;  the  ferjeant  at  the  word  it-.'jrf/,  goes  '"  ^'"'• 
to  the  right  of  the  front  rank  of  tho  platoon,  and  Avlieels 
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Up  with  it,  thereby  preferving  the  ofllcer*s  place.  If  the 
wheel  is  to  the  right,  the  ferjeant  is  behind  the  right  file, 
ready  to  move  up  to  the  officer's  place  at  the  concluHon 
of  the  wheel.  On  all  occafions,  when  any  platoon  (which 
is  then  feparated)  joins  in  line  to  one  on  its  right,  at  that 
inftant  muft  the  covering  ferjeant  be  on  its  right,  to  pre- 
ferve  the  place  of  his  officer,  who  may  be  employed  in 
drcffing  his  platoon. 

When  the  platoons  wheel  either  into  line.  Or  into  co- 
lumn, th<  ferjeant  of  the  leading  platoon  runs  out,  and  marks 
the  point  in  the  line  of  pivots,  where  its  flank  is  to  halt. 

When  platoons  rcuntennarch  in  column,  the  ferjeant  move 
into  the  officer's  place  (when  he  quits  it  to  lead  in  file),y<jrt 
to  the  right-about,  (lands  faft,  and  becomes  the  pivot  point 
for  the  front  rank  leader  to  clofe  to  after  the  countermarch 
is  finiflied,  and  his  place  is  occupied  by  the  officer  after 
dreffing  his  divlfion. 

When  the  platoons  from  columns  file  in  order  to  take  a 
new  line,  either  to  the  front  or  rear,  the  ferjeant  of  each 
fucceffively,  as  it  arrives  within  thirty  yards  of  that  line  (and 
no  fooner),  runs  out,  takes  dillance,  places,  himfelf  on  it, 
nnd  remains  as  a  point  to  which  his  officer  is  tO  bring  and 
clofe  in  the  pivot  iiank  man  of  his  platoon,  and  as  a  point 
which  the  officer  himfelf  is  afterwards  to  occupy. 

Whenever  the  battalion  halts  to  fire,  the  ferjeants  fall 
back,  and  in  concert  with  the  fupernumerary  rank,  keep 
the  rear  ranks  well  locked  up,  and  attentive  to  their  duty. — 
\Vhen  the  battalion  again  moves,  ferjeants  refume  their 
places. 

When  the  battalion  is  in  column  of  fub-divifions,  if  the 
officer  is  ordered  to  march  in  front  of  his  platoon,  the  fer- 
jeant is  on  the  pivot  of  the  leading  fub-diviiion, — If  the  of- 
ficer is  on  the  tlank  of  his  leading  fub-divifion,  the  ferjeant 
takes  the  Hank  of  the  fecond.  In  column  of  feftions  the 
ferjeant  alfo  takes  the  flank  of  the  fecond  feflion. 

Gosecelumn.      ^"  ^^^fe  column  the   ferjeant  is  on  the  flank  of  the  rear 
rank   behind  his  officer ;  and  in  forming  line  after  the  ha/ff 
front  of  the  platoon,  he  remains  on  its  outward  Hank,  and 
marches  up  with  it. 

All  non-commiffioned  officers,  or  perfons  on  foot,  mark- 
ing a  direction  for  the  march  in  column,  or  formation  of 
the  line  or    its  parts,   take  up  fuch  dire(n:ion  in  file  by  co- 
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voiing  each  other,  and  then  ftand  faced  to  the  flank  of  the 
lolumn,  or  front  of  the  line,  fo  that  their  breads  become 
the  )i«ie  of  march,  or  line  of  formation. 

The  PiONiiF.fts  in  column  of  march,  are  in  front,     'iline,   pi^„,tru 
hey  are  formed  in  lingle  Rank  behind  the  left  centre   Com- 
,Mny,  and  lix  paces  from  the  rear  rank. 

DaiiMMURS  in  column  of  march,  or  clofo  column,  are  with  t)rummtru 
their  companies,  and  on  the  Hank,  not  the  pivot  one. — In 
line  the  granadier  and  li|:ht  drummers  are  ilx  paces  behind 
the  rear  nink  of  their  companies. —  The  battalion  drummers 
ire  in  two  »livilions,  andformeil  fix  paces  behind  the  fccond 
md  fevcnth  companies. — In  p.irade,  at  open  ranks,  the 
ilrummers  preferve  their  iix  paces  from  the  rear  rank. 

Whenever  the  platoon  is  cautioned  to  nvhrl  forward  or  Echdlon^ 
backward  aiiy  tiiinuil  number  of  paces,  th**  i'erjeant  im- 
•nediately  polls  himlelf  bcfme  or  behind  the  eig!\th  file, 
from  the  itandin^  Hank,  and  takes  the  ordced  number  of 
wheeling  paces ;  wlien  his  platoon  has  conformed,  he  places 
himielf  on  iti>  outward  Hank. 

The  Mu'^ic,  in  open  or  clofe   column,  arc  on  the  flank,   Muii:^ 
which  is  not  the  pivot  one  ;  in  line  they  arc  in  a  fingle  rank 
behind  the  right    centre  company,  throe  paces  in  rear  of 
the  fourth  rank  ;  in  parade  at  open  ranks,  they  are  between 
t'le  colours  and  the  front  rank. 

Drummers,  mufic,  pioneers,  ^c.  will   take    care  not  to  j^f^^^i^  ^^ 
■inpede  the  flank  movements  of  the  dole  coliinin,  nor  its  for- 
mation into  line,  but  will  get   into  the  roar  of  their  refpec- 
tive   battalions  as  Ibon    as  they  are  diiengagcd  from    each 
other. 


A  TTEN  nONS  IN  PLA  rOON  OFFICEllS. 

When  the  battalion  is  formed  in  lino,  company  or  platoon  Posithn  ff 
officers  are  all  on  the  right  of  their  platoons. — In  colunm,  /'/•"'««  ejp- 
rJiey  are  on  the  pivot  flank,  unlefs  particularly  ordered  into 
tliL-  front  of  each  platoon,  it  a  march  for  any  conliderable 
•liiVance  is  to  be  made. — When  on  the  pivot  ihuiks,  they  are 
anl'werable  in  their  own  perlbns  for  diftanccs  and  covering: 
when  in  front,  their  ferjeants,  under  their  directions,  pre- 
lerve  the  ordered  diftance. 

In  wheeling  from  line  to  column,  each  move<;  out,  and  rrtdirj^ in 
places  himfelf  one  pace  before  the  centre  of  his  platoon  ;  each  ''  ««•"":• 
I  turns  towards  his  men  during  the  wheel,  and  inclines  to  his 
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pivot  flank  \  each  gives  his  word  f/in//,  /)n/j',  when  his  wheel- 
ing man  has  juft  complete*.!  his  degree  of  wheel }  each 
fquares  his  platoon,  but  without  moving  what  was  the  llaiul- 
ing  flank ;  each  ii.cn  places  himlelf  on  the  proper  pivot 
flank. — After  the  wheel  into  column  is  completeil,  no  ono 
is  to  caufe  his  platoon  to  fliift,  by  way  of  covering  on  tlu' 
pivot  flank,  unlels  {o  ordered  by  the  commanding  oAIclt, 
or  that  in  the  courre  of  marching  a  i^raight  line  is  gradually 
taken  up. 

ttiingm.  irt  wheeling  from  column  into  line,  each  places  himfclf 
one  pace  before  the  centre  of  his  platoon }  each  turns  to- 
wards his  men  during  the  wheel,  and  inclines  towards  tlu 
pivot  of  his  preceding  platoon  \  each  gives  his  word  //.///■, 
DnJ's^  when  his  wheeling  man,  on  whona  his  eye  is  fixed, 
is  juft  arrived  at  the  next  (landing  jiivot  man ;  each  then 
from  that  next  pivot  man  concfts  the  interior  of  his  platoon 
upon  his  own  pivot  man  j  eac'i  then  takes  his  place  and  rc« 
mains  fteady  on  the  right  of  his  platoon. 

All  movements  of  company  ofTicers  and  non-commiflioiud 
cfHccrs  from  one  polition  to  .;!iother  are  to  be  made  wiili 
alertnefs  and  prccifion. 
WlteUng^  in  jf  ^j^g  column  IS  in  movement,  and  platoons  are  fucccs- 
jixij  fomt.  fively  to  wheel  mto  a  new  dire(5lion,  each  officer,  to  whatever 
hand  he  is  to  wheel,  gives  his  word  from  the  point  he  is  then 
vplaccd  at,  wheth'j  in  front,  or  on  the  flank. — If  on  the  wheel- 
ing flankj  he  condnds  it. — If  he  is  on  the  (landing  Hank, 
lie  flops  out  two  or  three  paces,  to  fee  that  his  platoon  wheels 
quick,  with  a  lengthy  Hep,  and  that  he  may  time  his  word 
Halt ;  this  done,  he  is  to  fall  back  to  his  place  on  the  pivot 
flank,  no  longer  to  look  to  his  platoon,  but  having  his  eye 
fixed  on  the  ofHcer  of  the  preceding  platoon,  he  is  to  give 
his  word  March  at  the  inflant  that  officer  is  taking  the  laR 
flep  which  ellablilhes  the  proper  diilancc  betwixt  the  pla- 
toons. 

OntkeprjQt      When  an  ofHccr  is  marching  on  the  pivot  flank,  he  is  to 
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be  anfwerable  for  diflance  and  covering ;  thefe  circumflan- 
ces  alone  muft  lolely  engage  his  whole  attention ;  he  can 
only  occafionally  give  a  glance  of  his  eye  towards  his  platoon, 
which  muft  drels  to  him  of  courfe,  and  without  any  parti- 
cular direcStion. 

When  platoons  in  column  are  each  to  countermarch  on  its 
own  ground,  the  ofliccr,  when  his  platoon  faces,  goes  to 
that  flank,  which  is  to  become  tlie  pivot  flank,  condu<Sls  hi  • 
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platoon  in  file,  and  clofes  its  leader  to  the  ferjean  rho  has 
remained  to  mark  the  pivot,  A////,  fronts^  and  drelFes  it 
fquare  \  he  then  places  himfelf  where  the  ferjeant  flood. 

When  the  battalion  marches  in  line,  ofHcers  then  become  /« Un, 
individuals,  equally  attentive  as  the  foldier  }  nor  can  olHcers 
then  be  attentive  to  any  thing  but  to  the  corredtnefs  of  their 
own  perfonal  march  ;  e\  ery  operation  then  depends  on  the 
word  from  the  commanding  officer,  who  Movr.s,  hal  i  s,  and 
DRESSES  the  battalions. — Whenever  the  battalion  is  in  linci 
officers  give  no  commands,  except  in  firings. 

When  the  platoons  of  a  column  file  feparately  to  a  flank,  u  Jik. 
the  officer  condufts  the  head,  and  when  he  arrives  within 
thirty  paces  of  the  new  poKtion,  in  which  he  is  to  form,  he 
detaches  his  ferjeant  to  mark  the  point  at  which  he  is  to 
place  his  pivot  front  rank  man,  either  in  filing  to  front  or 
rear  ;  the  ollicer  ilops  at  that  ferjeant,  and  halls ffroiitSf  and 
(lri'Jp.'s  his  platoon  clcl'e  to  the  ferjeant  :  he  then  himfelf,  af- 
ter corret^ng  his  platoon,  replaces  the  ferjeant,  who  falls 
back  to  the  rear  rank. — In  filing,  diftanccs  and  dre/fing  are 
taken  from  that  hand  to  which,  by  a  face  of  the  platoon,  the 
whole  would  ftand  fronted  in  colunm,  and  the  line  breaks 
into  column  towards  the  diredtii  g  point. — The  leaders  of 
the  third,  fourth,  &c.  platoons,  from  the  direding  tlank, 
are  never  in  the  courl'e  of  marching  to  overpafs  the  llraight 
line  which  joins  the  heads  of  the  iXrk  and  fecond,  but  are,  if 
any  thing,  to  be  behind  it,  till  they  arrive  and  halt  exat^tly 
in  the  new  line. — In  movements  to  the  rear,  diftances  and 
dreffing  are  always  taken  from  the  lame  point  to  which  they 
would  be  made  if  the  movement  was  to  the  front,  that  is, 
from  the  left  in  going  to  the  rear,  if  it  ihould  be  from  tiie 
right  in  going  to  the  front. 

On  the  leading  platoon  officer  of  the  column  much  of  the 
precifion  of  march  depends  i  he  muft  lead  at  an  equal,  >.«r 
fteady  pace  \  he  muft  lead  on  two  objects  eitiier  given  to 
him,  or  which  he  himfcif  takes  up  on  every  alteration  of  po* 
fition  i  this  demands  his  utmoft  attention  ;  nor  muft  he  al- 
low it  to  be  diverted  by  looking  at  his  platoon,  the  care  of 
whofe  regularity  depends  on  the  other  officers,  and  non- 
commiffioned  officers,  belonging  to  it.  The  fecond  platoon 
officer  muft  ahb  have  a  knowledge  of  the  points  on  wh'ch 
the  firft  leads  j  he  is  always  to  keep  that  firft  officer  and 
thofe  point  in  a  line,  and  thofe  two  officers,  together  with 
the  placed  mounted  officers  thus  become  a  direction  for  the 
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oihcr  pivot  officers  to  cover. — In  nurchinp  In  open  colunm, 
the  covering  fcrjcants  are  placed  behind  the  lecond  file  tVoni 
the  pivot  ortiters,  that  the  otlitcrs  may  the  more  corrctitly 
fee  and  cover  each  other  in  cohima. 

fP.twplvitt  I"  the  cohnnn  of  march,  after  the  word  halt  Is  given, 
mtrtb.  no  one  is  to  move,  and  pivots  particularly  muft  rcniair. 
where  thoy  are  then  placed.  In  i\\h  litiiation,  when  or- 
dered to  FORM,  each  platoon  wiii.ti.s  up  to  its  adjoiniiij; 
pivot  ithe  whole  will  then,  perhaps  (as  in  the  cafe  of  nvarcli- 
ing  on  a  mad  along  the  diftcrent  turnings  of  a  height, 
&c.  &c.)  be  in  a  winding  line,  and  mult  not  attempt  to  gi  i 
into  a  llraight  line,  unlefs  To  ordered  by  the  commandiri}; 
olHcer  to  anlwer  fome  particular  object 

it'beding      When  the  platoon  wheels  backwards,  from  line  into  co- 
bai,'<iuiirdi.  lumn,  the  Titu.ition  and  bull, id's  of  the  olliccr  is  the  i'anie  ,i 
when  wheeling  forwards.    And   he  /j.j//j  and  ili'tjjls  from  hi- 
pivot  tlank,  which  he  gains  during  the  v.- heel. 

In  cl :)i"e  column,  divilion  otlkers  are  on  the  pivot  llank^ 
— In  forming  hue,  before  the  divilions  face,  they  are  fhift- 
ed  to  the  leadiug  Hank,  ifnecclTiry.  The  ofluer  of  each 
ftops  in  his  own  pcrl'on  when  the  divilion  nearer  to  the  form- 
ing point  than  himfelf  receives  the  word  //^j//.  Front,  lie 
allows  jiis  lerjeant  to  proceed  with  the  divifion }  at  the  due 
iuftant  gives  his  word  ///j//,  hronty  Drifs,  and  as  foon  as  the 
front  of  his  divilion  is  clear,  the  word  March  condudling  it 
into  line.  Before  the  divilion  arrives  v.'ithin  three  or  four 
paces  of  its  ground,  the  officer  will  have  ftepped  out  nimbly 
to  the  flank  of  the  preceding  divifion,  and  will  be  thus  ready 
to  give  the  word  //«//,  Dnfs,  at  the  inflant  his  inward  flank 
men  joins  the  preceding  divifion.  The  men  drefs  by  the 
formed  part  of  the  line,  a'ld  the  oflicer  corrects  them  on  the 
known  diftant  point.  He  then  relumes  his  platoon  place, 
which  has  been  prcferved  by  a  ferjcant.  When  the  clofc 
colunm,  or  part  of  it,  forms  line  oi»  a  rear  divilion,  the 
olhcor  of  each,  when  the  one  behind  him  halts>  fronts,  will 
llep  nimbly  round  to  the  rear  (and,  without  impeding  his 
tliviiion,  allow  his  ferjeant  to  proceed)  j  from  thence  he  can 
judge  tl-i'.' proper  nio'iu.'Ut  of  iixiiij;,  ht>;  words  /A///,  Fniity 
to  his  divi'ion  ;  he  tiien  places  himleif  on  its  inward  llank, 
and  wcirctcs  up  when  his  iront  is  clear. 

In   general   a   mounted  field   officer    IJalts,  Frofifs,  the 
divifious  of  the  dole  column  when  iliey  march  up  into  line. 

The  officer  of  one  of  the  centre  platoons  is  always  iri  opon 
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column  to  prcfervc  Jii\ance  for  the  colour  files.  The  co- 
lours wheel  up  into  column  with  the  leading  centre  platoon, 
ukI  place  themfelves  behind  the  thinl  file  of  men  trom  its 
pivot  liank  •,  when  the  line  fonui,  they  cloie  into  that  Hank. 

When  officers  march  in  front  of  their  divifions,  they  mull  /,  rnm  j,. 
ill  their  own  perfons  keep  fo  dofc  to  the  preceding  ones,  as  •^i/"''''- 
not  to  hinder  the  Hank  of  their  own  divifion  from  prefer*  i-ig 
its  proper  diftance. 

When  the  head  of  a  column  of  march  changes  its  dlroc-  Whthina. 
tion,  and  that  marching  in  an  alignemcnt  is  not  in  qudtion,  '"'"''^/^ 
iurtead  of  making  regular  wheels  on  fixed  points,  the  oiliter  „',;-vc,ibu p\. 
who  condudb  the  leading  divilion  will  often  be  diredlcd  gra-  "•"■'> 
dually  to  bring  it  round  mto  the  new  direction,  by  the  turn 
cf  the  outward  Ihoulder    making  both  his  flanks  continue 
moveable  i  but   each  luccecdiiig  ilivilion,  vithout  the  for- 
mality of  command,  or  halt,  does  the  r.vMiv  thing,  the  whole 
attention  rclling  on  each  pivot  nank,  which  at  1:0  rate  inuft 
increafc  its  dillai\ce  j  but  during  this  operation  preiervcv  the 
fame  equality  of  time  and  length  of  llep  at  which  it  was  be- 
fore moving. 

On  all  occalions  of  forming  inline,  either  by  whccllrig  a/fw/awj. 
up  from  open  column,  or  in  mo\ing  up  from  dole  column, 
or  in  marching  up  from  echdlon,  i\c.  the  conducting  olli- 
r.er  moves  nimbly  to  his  point  d'appui,  ibme  paces  bciore  the 
arrival  of  his  divifion  in  the  line,  and  from  ihence  gives  hij 
word  to  Haiti  and  inllantly  dreilcs  it. 

Ollicers  and  ferjeants  of  the  bUPtRNUMPRARY  rank  are  in  '^uftmum- 
the  rear  of  iheir  refpedtive  companies ;  when  the  battalion  '''"^  '•''*• 
is  halted,  or  marching  in  line,  they  are  tluve  paces  from 
the  rear  rank.  In  open  column,  they  are  within  one  pace 
of  the  rear  rank.  In  dofe  column  they  go  on  the  liank  of 
their  divifion  which  is  not  the  pivot.  1  heir  great  attention 
during  movements  is,  that  tiles  are  corred,  ranks  kept  up, 
and  that  perfed\  order  is  preferved  among  the  Ibldiers,  cir- 
cumftances  in  which  they  greatly  afllrt  the  platoon  ollicer, 
who  having  the  important  objeds  of  dift  nice  and  covering 
of  pivots  to  obferve,  cannot  in  fuch  fituation  be  giving  mi- 
nute diredions  to  his  platoon,  without  lofmg  Ight  of  his  more 
material  duties.  During  the  firings,  :he  fupernumerary  rank, 
affifted  by  the  platoon  ferjeants,  are  to  keep  the  rear  ranks 
well  clofed  up  to  the  front,  and  to  prevent  any  break 
beginning  in  the  rear. 

The  Staff  (adjutant  excepted)  in  line  are  three  paces  .w/, 
behind  the  mufic.  It 
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Mjutavt  It  is  the  particular  bufinefs  of  the  Adjutant  at  all  times 
giva  punt,  to  alceriain,  under  the  orders  of  the  field  officers,  the  direc- 
tion on  which  the  column  is  to  move,  or  on  which  the  for- 
mation of  the  line  is  to  be  made.  For  this  purpofe  he  is 
mounted,  otherwife  he  could  not  properly  dilcharge  this 
important  duty  j  and  he  can  be  much  afliirted  in  it,  by  ha- 
ing  two  or  three  non-conimiflioned  officers  properly  trained 
to  line  themfelves  cpnckly  with  any  two  given  points.  He 
is  to  take  care,  that  the  point  where  the  battalion  in  column 
enters  an  alignement  is  ai'certained  to  it.  When  it  is  moving 
in  that  alignement,  that  two  points  a-head  of  the  column 
are  always  afcertained  to,  or  by  the  leading  officer.  When 
it  wheels  up  into  line,  that  a  point  beyond  each  Hank  in  that 
line  is  afcertained.  When  the  line  is  to  be  prolonged,  and 
has  wheeled  backwards  by  divi I  ions,  that  two  points  in  the 
exa<$t  line  of  the  pivots  are  i  eady  for  its  march..  When  the 
i.cwVv-;.  tlofe  column  is  to  form  in  line,  that  a  point  to  each  flank  is 
given.  When  the  battalion  changes  polition,  either  by  files 
or  by  the  diagonal  march  of  divifions,  that  there  are  points 
given  on  which  the  pivots  of  files  will  cover,  and  tan  drel's 
their  divifions  upon  from  their  feveral  points  of  appui.  In 
Jliort,  that  upon  all  occafions,  fixed  points  of  forming,  dres- 
fing,  and  march,  are  given,  except  in  advancing  in  line, 
where  the  afcertaining  fucli  points  does  not  depend  on  the 
adjutant. 

IckcUon.  When  the   battalion  changes   pofition  by   the   cchellon 

march,  the  named  diviiion  wheels  its  8th  file  into  the  new 
diredtion.  f  he  other  divifion  wheel  their  8th  file  half  the 
number  ^f  paces  as  tlie  named  one.  The  ferjeant  is  on  the 
oiicw.iru  iiink,  the  ofiicer  on  the  inward  Hank  of  each  di- 
viiion. At  the  word  March,  they  move  on,  preferving 
their  relative  diftance,  and  covering  of  pivots  from  before 
them  and  juft  before  the  inward  flank  of  each  diVifion  ar- 
rives at  the  outward  iiank  of  its  preceding  one,  which  is 
already  halted  in  line,  its  officer  places  himfelf  before  that 
flank  and  when  his  inward  man  touches  it,  he  gives  his 
word  Haiti  Drefs  up^  if  the  movement  is  to  the  front, 
and  dreffi's  his  divifion  on  the  difl.int  prepared  flank  point, 
fo  that  his  diviiion  is  ftcadied  before  the  arrival  of  the 
next  one.  When  the  change  is  made  to  the  rear,  the  re- 
tiring -^vcX.  faces  about  before  the  divifion  wheels  are  made, 
proceeds  as  above,  and  each  officer  gives  the  word  balt^ 
fronty  drcfs  backy  to  his  divifion  when  its  inward  man  touches 
the  preceding  formed  one. 
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ATTENTIONS  OF    COMMANDING  OFFICERS  OF 

BAITALIONS. 

The  battdlion  may   be  confidered  to   the  line,  what  the 
platoon  is  to  the  battalion. 

Commanding  and  field  officers  arc  always  to  be  mounted,  ^"''^  'f""' 
and  unlefs  they  are  active  on  horfeback,  it  is  impoflible  for   " "  ' 
them  to   fee,  to   correct,  to  prevent  miftakes,  or  to  move 
with  that  defpatch  which  is  necelTary  from  one  point  to  ano- 
ther. 

Whatever  operation  is  to  be  performed  by  the  whole  of  Ccwr.Ji,/, 
the  battalion  at  once,  is  done  upon  the  word  from  the  com- 
manding officer,  without  any  repetition  being  made  by  pla- 
toon otficers  ;  he  puts  it  in  tir/tiofi  and  /ja/ts  it  whether  in 
Hnc  or  column  ;  he  icheels  it  from  line  into  column,  and 
from  column  into  line  ;  he  orders  arms  to  be  carried,  fupp^yted, 
kc.  he  dn^fs  it  from  the  centre,  when  it  has  marched  in 
line,  and  halts,  and  from  what  was  the  leading  flank  when 
it  has  tvbeeled  up  from  column  into  line. 

Before  the  column  marches,  the  commanding  officer  as-  /'"'■''  <>/ 
certains  p'iwts  to  the  leading  olTicer,  and  when  he  intends  to  "'••'"''' 
change  the  dirciHiion  of  the  march  he  gives  new  point^i,  and 
he  watches  over  the  juft  leading  of  the  column.     He  takes 
care    that   all   nvhccls   of  platoons  are   niade  at  the  idoutlcal 
point  where  the  leading  platoon  wheeled  ;  that  all  d'.ub!in^.: 
of  fub'diviiions  are  made   fuccelTively  in  the   fame   manner, 
and  at  the  fume    point  -,  and  that  Jlyming  up   to  platoons  is 
made  at  the  fpot  where  the  firfi:  forming  up  is  made. — That      /'■/•.•r-  ^' 
In  all   diminutions  of  the  front,  the  natural  order  of  the  co-  '/'";' "•^.e-'' 
lumn  is  preforvcd,  whethea  the  right  or  left  of  the  batta'.I'ui  '    "  '  -^' 
leads. — 'fhat  a  column  of  half  platoons  occupies  no  niore 
fpacc  than  a  column  of  whole  platoons,  vi/.  jull  iuflicient 
to  wheel  up  into  battalion. 

When  the  open  column  marching  in  an  aligncment  is  to  ^■^J''^  ^J'  ••' ' 
form  in  a  ftraight  line,  and  for  that  purpole  halts ;  the  in-  '"  "'■  '* 
ftant  that  it  does  halt,  the  commanding  olliccr  from  the 
head  of  the  battalion  at  that  inllant  corrects  the  pivot  Hies  of 
men  (which  ought  not  to  be  neceflary)  in  the  true  line,  and 
upon  a  rear  point.  But  if  the  march  is  making  in  a  winding 
direftion,  and  that  the  intention  is  not  to  form,  or  not  to  take 
up  a  ilraight  line,  the  platoons  remain  on  the  ground  on 
which  they  halt,  and  do  not  move  in  atvy  Ihape,  until  they 
receive  a  further  order,  cither  to  form  in  line,  or  lirll  to 
cover,  and  tliea  to  form  j  or  to  continue  the  march.      The 
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The  commanding  officer  always  condufts  the  head  of  his 
battalion  column  to  the  point  at  which  it  is  to  enter  a  new 
line  and  he  takes  care  in  time  to  defpatch  a  mounted  offi- 
cer to  afcertain  that  point. — When  the  platoons  •lubcci  up 
itito  line,  he  immediately  (if  neceflary)  correfts  the  drelling 
of  the  battalion  from  the  Hank  which  led  when  in  colunm, 
and  that  generally  upon  a  point  beyond  the  other  flunk. 

When  afting  in  line  with  others,  the  commanding  officei 
of  each  battalion  conforms  to  the  movements  of  the  regula- 
ting one,  and  from  it  takes  and  rapidly  repeats  his  words  baity 
nuheely  marchj  &c.  and  the  leaft  delay  in  repeating  the 
words  halty  or  march,  muft  undoubtedly  difordcr  the  line  in 
proportion  to  that  delay,  for  the  whole  of  1  line  fliould  march y 
or  halty  at  the  fame  inftant. 

In  line,  the  commanding  officer,  by  marked  cautions, 
makes  his  battaliony?<'^  otity  or Jiepjhort  or  incliney  as  is  neces- 
fary  to  preferve  its  place  in  the  general  line :  his  great  atten- 
tion is  to  fee  and  prevent  the  beginning  of  faults,  and  not  wait 
till  they  have  had  their  effe£l ;  by  watching  and  regulating  hii- 
advanced  ferjeants,  he  beft  regulates  his  battalion  ;  the  fquare- 
nefs  of  the  march,  the  compadlnefs  of  the  files,  and  th'^ 
equality  of  ftep,  are  the  great  objefts  he  is  to  have  in  view. 
The  other  mounted  ofHcers  are  behind  the  wings,  and  cau 
alliftmuch  irt  preventing  faults,  and  in  correfting  them. 

All  the  battalions  of  a  line  muft  halt  at  the  fame  inftant 
in  confcquence  of  that  word,  repeated  by  connnanding  offi- 
cers, whether  they  are  then  corrcfl  or  not  in  line.  Each 
half  battalion,  from  its  own  colour,  and  the  men  looking  to 
it,  will  be  immediately  drefTed  on  the  colours  of  the  next 
adjoining  battalion  :  by  this  means  a  general  continued  lino 
will  be  obtained,  and,  at  any  rate,  a  llraight  one  between 
each  two  colours  j  and  if  all  the  colours  Should  have  truly 
halted  in  one  line,  the  whole  corps  will  be  completely  for- 
med in  a  ftraight  line.  But  if  the  halt  is  not  juftly  made, 
and  that  a  better  line  muft  be  obtained,  the  colours  of  tl.e 
defe(rtive  battalions  will  ^'e  brought  into  the  gener.  1  linv  ; 
the  platoon  ofHcers  will  quickly  arrange  themfelves,  eye.f  w^J 
be  ordered  to  the  right,  and  the  men  will  in  an  inftant  mn^. 
up :  too  much  celerity  cannot  be  ufed  in  completing  this  o 
peration. 

A  fingle  battalion,  when  it  halts,  is  thus  dreflTed  on  its 
right  or  left  centre  company,  and  is  therefore  in  a  ftraight 
line.     Two  battalions  drefs  each  from  its  centre  on  each  o- 
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"Iher's  Colours,  their  outward  wings  conforming,  and  are 
therefore  in  a  flraight  line.  Three  or  more  battalions  dreis 
from  the  centre  of  each  on  their  nexf  colour  j  and  there- 
fore if  all  the  colours  halt  in  a  line,  the  line  of  the  whole 
will  be  ib-aiglu  j  it  they  are  not  in  a  line,  the  general  line 
will  not  be  flraight  (till  a  fpecial  correction  is  made),  but  no 
flank  will   bo  thrown  out  of  the  general  dirc6lion. 

"When  a  battalion  retires  and  ho.ItSy  it  ought  never  to  re- 
iiiain  in  that  lltuatioii,  but  be  immedi  itclj!-  furi'd  about, 
and  drcffed  to  the  proper  front. 

The  greatefb  fault   that  a  battalion  in    line   can  make    is  Intcrvalti 
increaflng  its  interval :  bad  drcdlng  may  be  remedied  with- 
out danger,  but  a  f.ilK'  diilanre  prelbnts  a  weak  part  to    an 
enemy,  and  is  not  to  be  clofed,  v/ithout  a  hazardous  move- 
ment, and  great  operation  of  the  line. 

Commanding  oliicers  cannot  take  too  much  precaution  to  /Jiiiftin  ty.' 
afcertnin  true  points  in  tlie  line  in  winch  they  arc  to   firm,  '^"'7'" 
before  the  arrival  of  their  battalions  in  it,  and  this  by  tlic 
aid  of  the  mounted  olficers. 

When  a  battalion  is  exercifing  fingly,  a  commanding  oftj- 
ccr  may  have  two  non-ccmmiiiioned  oJliccrs  behind  each 
flank,  properly  trained,  an.l  ready  to  run  out  to  that  liank, 
to  give  points  of  marching,  forniing,  or  dredlng  upon  the 
true  line.  In  doing  which,  one  Hank  of  the  battalion  is 
generally  coulidcred  as  in  that  line,  ainl  often  both. 

Words  of  command  cannot  be  fpecified  for  all  the  varie  Atuntkru 
t''  of  circumUanccs  ;md  rituations  tliat  occur;  but  com- 
manding olTi.cors  bt;ing  thcmielves  clear  in  what  is  to  be 
iKine,  Ihoukl  by  difrinct  and  explicit  orders,  which  they  di- 
vide and  adapt  for  the  occafion,  lead  their  battalions  through 
all  the  j)oints  of  execution  with  precilion  :  this  will  always 
be  found  tlie  ihortclt  path,  nor  k.^\\  any  recount  iliould  a- 
ny  operation,  more  erpecialiy  the  corredtiou  of  an  error  or 
milliike  (once  a  battalion  is  adcmhled  under  arms)  be  per- 
formed in  a  carelefs  or  flcvenly  manner,  which  will  always 
be  the  cafe  if  tlie  commander's  orders  are  not  pointed, 
loud,  and  fuffifjiently  explanatory. 

A  battalion  ch)se  colunm  forms  in  line  on  its  front  divifion,  zufecoluwut^ 
on  its  rear  divifion,  or  on  a  central  one,  according  as  cir- 
cu'.nrtances  require ;  and  in  all  cafes  the  line  formed  upon 
*s  ihat  on  which  the  head  of  the  cohnnn    or    columns   is 
halted  before  the  formaiioH  begins ;  and  therefore  the  divi- 
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fion  on  whicli  each  b:ittnlion  at  any  time  forms,  moves  up  it 
tlie  proper  inftant,  and  halts  on  that  line.  When  fevcral 
dole  battalions,  llanding  on  the  line,  are  to  extend  and 
form,  the  regulating  and  named  battalion  only  can  be  obliged 
to  form  on  a  central  divillonj  f,;r/j  of  the  others  will  form 
(in  its  front,  or  rear  divil'on;  viz.  on  that  which  firlt  ar- 
rives at  its  ground,  where  it  halts,  fronts,  anil  <  tupies  its 
proper  place,  while  the  others  move  on,  and  I'uccellively 
come  up  to  it. 

runw-g    In      In  forming    line  from  clofe    column,     points     nuifl:     W 
lint.  given  beyond  both  flanks  in  the  direction  of  the  line,    and  a 

mounted  orHccr  halts,  and  fronts  each  divilion,  which  is 
efpccially  necefl'ary  for  tliolb  that  form  upon  a  rear  one,  al- 
though lefs  fo  for  thofe  that  form  upon  a  front  one.  I'lie 
dreilingand  ccrrcclion  of  the  line  is  from  the  firfl  fonneil  di- 
vilion towards  the  other  ll.ink  ;  and  all  the  eyi's  of  the  bat- 
talion are  of  courfe  turned  to  that  lirll  formed  divifion. 

^s  irn'y        The  fame  number  of  pc'ni'.s  are  required  for  the  marcli  in 
P-i-.tsun  ,e.  jjjj  alignement,  and  wheeling  up  into  line  of  an  open  tohimii 
IZ  'hatta.iL  ^f   <5"^'  battalion,  as  for  that  of  feveral  battalions  ;   viz.  ons 
ui  f'.r  j;'i\.r-  where  the  line  is  entered,  and  (always)  tnuo  beyond  the  head 
•  of  the  colunm.     Tlierefore,  although  thei'e  precautions  may 

appear  formal  for  the  nH)vements  of  the  battalion  when  fin- 
gie,  yet  are  they  neceflary  in  all  its  excrcifes,  when  it  is  re- 
rolle^ed  that  fuch  battalion  is  in  the  place  of  and  \m\i\  conli- 
der  itielf  as  the  leadiii;!;  one  of  the  column,  on  whole  corret^t 
poliiion  thofe  of  every  following  one  depemls.  'J  he  fame 
cxadtncfs  is  required  in  every  extt.nfion  fri)m  clofe  column  in- 
to line,  and  in  every  forming  and  change  of  polition  that 
the  battalion  makes.  In  line,  in  order  to  qualify  the  bat- 
talion for  acting  in  general  line,  it  muil  at  its  llngle  cxercilc 
work  on  points  fixed  and  relative,  and  make  no  chance  and 
accidental  movements  and  formations. 

Although  on  moft  occafions  of  movement  and  formation, 
and  at  all  times  in  inftruftion,  determined  points  marked  by 
.  detached  and  mounted  olRccrs  are  given,  yet  I'uch  help  can- 
•  not  be  expeftcd  or  depended  on  when  the  line  is  advancing 
on  an  enemy,  when  a  corps  is  harafPed  in  its  retreat,  ancl 
when  it  is  unfafe  to  fend  out  oflicers,  &c.  In  fuch  lituationi 
every  thing  will  depend  on  the  eye  and  judgment  of  conduc- 
ting officers,  who  mufc  prei'erve  fuch  dire«Stion  of  movement, 
and  feize  huh  accidental  points  as  prefent  theml'elves,  and 
lead  to  the  object  which  is  to  be  accomplilhed. 
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In  whatever  (liap^  a  battalion  is  moving,  the  commanding  The  tutjlh 
officer  is  never  to  lofe  fii;;ht    of  this  ereat  pnnc'ipli\  that  the  "'"'  '■'''''•'• 
battalion  IJiould  at  no  tnne  cover  more  ground  than  its  pro-  wore  ^yomd 
per  extent  when  formed  in  line.     Therefore,  if  he  is  march-  ti.i'nh'.  pr».^ 
ing  in   line,  he  mull   take  care  that   his  files  do   not  open  ; '-/j'-v^',?' ^"^ 
and  if  he  is  marching  in  column,  his  great    attention  is  that 
his  divilions  do  not  open.     For  this  piirpofe  his  march  mull 
be  jufl  and  compact,  his  wheels  quick,  and  all  doubling?  up, 
or  back,  which  alter  the  extent  of  front,  mud   be  made  io 
as  not  to  impede  the  general  movements  of  the  column,  or  to 
change  its  diftances.     When  the  front  is  to  be  diininillied, 
he  mufl  lee  that  the  doubling  divifion  flackens  its  pace,  and 
when  difengagcd  from   thq  other  divilion,    thai  it  inclines 
well  up,   quick,  and  covers,  thereby  not  impeding  the  divi- 
lion behind  it.     When  the  front  is  to  beincreaieJ,  the  mo- 
ving up  divinon  does  it  quick  and  by  oblique  maixhing. 

The  commanding  ofliccr  mull  recollect,  in  the  winding  ;Wjn7j;>^;« 
movements  of  \.\\c  ^^pai  coltnun  o{  iHanl:^  that  the  w^heeling  ""  "'■^■•' 
diltanccs  mull  be  julr,  that  th.-  pivots  arc  to  follow  on  the  exadt 
tract  which  the  leading  onj  has  traced  out  ;  that  the  whole, 
when  ordered,  halt  on  the  preciie  ground  they  then  occupy; 
and  that  when  they  wheel  iip  and  form,  the  line  will  not 
then  be  a  continued,  but  probably  an  irregular  curved  one. 
J3ut  if  a  ftraight  line  is  to  be  entered  and  foniied  upon,  from 
the  point  where  the  head  enters,  and  not  fooncr,  and  where 
a  mounted  officer  remains  polled,  dogs  every  platoon  pivot 
ofiicer  begin  to  cover  in  the  true  line,  to  march  in  that  line 
and  to  prelervc  his  true  dillance  :  nor  iViUll  any  obllaclc  that 
can  pollibly  be  liirmounted  ever  force  the  pivot  otlicers  or.t 
of  that  line  j  although  the  men  of  their  platoon,  when  it 
becomes  neccflary,  may  open  or  widen  their  fiks  from 
them.  And  if  tlie  pivots,  on  account  of  any  material  obllu- 
vie,  are  thrown  for  a  time  out  of  the  line,  they  ihoiild  al- 
ways, ifpoilible,  move  to  the  hand  which  can  ies  them  be- 
hind the  line,  and  again  re-enter  it  when  they  can  ;  and 
for  which  purpofe  an  officer,  or  non-commiflloncd  otHcer, 
Ihould  be  placed  where  they  are  to  re-tntcr  it.  In  marching 
in  the  alignement,  the  conuiianding  and  mounted  ofiicers 
ihould  freipiently  place  themielves  in  it,  with  a  glance  of  tlit 
CV--  lee  whether  the  files  preferve  it,  and  correct  them  if 
neceflary. 

As  one  field  officer  at  a  time  mufi:  commaial  the  battalion, 
the  otliers  prelcnt  can  only  act  in  aid  of  him,  nor  can  their 
iituaiion  in  all  c.iles  be  niccnuinod  -,  but   ihould  the  com- 
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manding  officer  not  be  at  the  hesd  of  the  open  column 
(when  it  marches,  and  particularly  when  it  halts)  to  correct, 
if  neceflary,  the  pivots  in  the  general  line,  another  field  olli- 
cer,  or  the  leading  officer,  if  no  field  officer  is  there,  Ihould 
infiantly  attend  to  it,  that  the  wheeling  up  may  not  be  delay- 
ed. If  in  the  courft  of  exercife  and  inilrudtion,  the  com  • 
manding  officer  is  not  behind  the  centre  when  the  battalion 
marches  in  line  or  halts,  another  field  officer  from  that  fitu- 
tion  can  immediately  give  every  proper  aid  in  movement,  or 
in  lining,  as  it  ought  when  halted  ;  and  in  every  cafe  it  muft 
be  evident  in  what  manner  the  commauding  officer  cai.  be 
alliftod. 

When  the  line  is  to  break  and  wheel  into  open  column  of 
march,  in  almoft  all  califs  ii;  is  better  done  by  wheeling  iack- 
ivard  than  forward,  for  the  wheel  is  in  thi".  manner  made 
on  the  pivot  Hanks;  and  although  divilions  may  he  unequal, 
yet  theie  tianks  cover  after  the  wheel,  an  advantage  which 
is  loft  if  the  wheels  are  made  forward. 

When  a  battalion  makes  a  retired  rciULLON,  or  part  of 
an  echellon  of  a  confiderablc  line,  the  Commanding  officer 
muft  take  great  care  to  regulate  his  movements  by  thofe  of 
the  one  preceding  him  •,  viz.  that  he  preferves  his  parallelifm; 
his  ordered  diftance ;  his  proper  fiank  interval,  and  when 
the  leadin-  echellons  halt ;  and  that  he  is  to  move  up  into 
line;  that  the  outward  fiank  is  not  thrown  too  forward, 
(which,  without  great  attention,  will  happen)  and  thereby 
perhaps  be  expofed  to  the  enemy's  cnlilade.
